THE BELSEN TRIAL 


Jewish Women’s Dramatic 
Evidence 


Bulldozers were employed to move the masses 
of naked human corpses of the Belsen victims into 
common grave, cables our special correspondent 
rom Luneburg, where he is attending the trial of 
Josef Kramtr, former com- 
,mandant of the infamous 
camp at Bergcn Belsen, and 
44 of his S.S. associates, who 
are charged with committing 
atrocilics against prisoners at 
Belsen and the even more 
infamous death camp of 

Auschwitz (Oswiecim). 

This gruesome revelation 
Was made when, at the re- 
quest of Colonel Backhouse. 
leading counsel for the pro- 
Ssecution, films taken by army 
units immediately after the 
‘iberation of Belsen, were 
Shown in the specially 
darkened court 
Thursday afternoon of last weck. 

In addition to the pictures of the bulldozers at 
work, dying prisoners were seen staggering along 
the roads of the camp until they could go no fur- 
ther. They then collapsed on the kerbs and fell 
into the sleep from which there was no awakening 

Other views were of prisoners “fishing” with 
tins in tanks which had already been emptied to 
try and collect a lintle foul water, and of the 
emaciated bodies of the martyrs being flung, one 
atier the other, imto the mass graves

“A Sensational Session 


‘ruday session. was sensational. Dr. 
Ada Bimko, a Polish Jewish doctor, went into the 
box. Speaking in German, she told how. on August 
4, 1943, she was taken from her home in Sosnowice 
to Auschwitz, together with 5,000 other Jews from 
the town. Only 500 had survived, she said. The 
remainder had been killed in Auschwitz’s five gas 
chambers During that week. she added; 25,000 
Jews were exterminated in the gas chambers. 

Dr. Bimko worked in camp hospitals, first in 
Birkenau, a subsidiary of Auschwitz, and then at 
Belsen Her knowledge of camp conditions was, 
accordingly, extensive. 

It was during the course of her evidence that the 
term “ selection ’’ was first mentioned in court. This 
was the euphemism used to describe the segregation 
of those who were to be exterminated in the gas 
Chambers from those who were still fit for slave 
labour. It was estimated that 4,000,000 victims had 
been selected" as net worth being fed, clothed 
or housed any longer, and had therefore been 
gassed. 

The “ selections “" were made at special parades 
by senior camp. doctors, who were accompanied 
by the camp officials. These “ recruiting com- 
missions for death’’ worked slong certain ‘lines. 
Those able to work were allowed to live—as long 
as they could work. The arrival of large numbers 
of newcomers presented accommodation problems 
which were solved by “ selection parades.” When 
the so-called hospitals became overcrowded, the 
gas chambers helped to do away with -the surplus 
patients. Those who fell prey to infectious disease. o1 
whose weak condition rendered them liable to con- 
tract the disease were exterminated forthwith.

PALESTINE POLICY 


Reference to the United 
Nations Organisation? 


A report disseminated by 
by the B.B.C. this week claimed ‘that the 
Government had decided to refer the 
of Palestine and of Jewish. immigration 
Couniryv to the United Natrons Organ: ation, and 
had added to that decision a siatement that this 
was a responsibility that all the Allies Tnust share 
in common. The report added that British Govern- 
ment circles had shown considerable displeasure 
with President Truman's letter to Mr. Attlee asking 
for the immediate admittance of 100,000 Jews, now 
in camps in Germany, into Palestine, and that the 
British Cabinet had proposed to Presidem Truman 
that the United States should share with Britain 
the responsibility for settling the Palestine prob- 
lem, Dut that the United States authorities -had 
turned down the offer Thereupon the: Cabinet. 
fek that the President's intervention 
had not changed the situation and decided to admu 
ior the time being 1,500 Jews each month as a 
stop-gap policy to be continued until the United 
Nations Organisation made its own decision 

Official quarters in London, however, reports the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, were unable either to 
confirm or to deny the report, .One authoritative 
spokesman, states the J.T.A., said that. officially 
there exists a black-out on news about the future 
of Palestine which may be Iifted only by an 
announcement by Mr. Attlee himself. Another 
spokesman said that, while unable to make any 
pronouncement on the subject, he personally did 
not believe for a moment that the report was 
correct

Jewish Agency's Statement 


Commenting on the report, a spokesman of. the 
Jewish Agency said: 

“ No official information its to hand. as to. the 
authenticity of the report. International recogn: 
tion of the Jewish claim io Palestine had always 
been a cardinal principle of Zionist policy. Even 
now, Great Britain holds Palestine by internationa! 
authority as the trustee of the League of Nations 
But the White Paper of 1939 was promulgated by 
the British Government on thei own responsibility 
The authority of the League of Nations had no! 
been sought. Nor,had there been prior consulta- 


tion with the United States, with whom Great 
Britain had Concluded a treaty regarding Pales- 
tine. based on the League of Nations Mandate 


Moreover, the Permanent Mandates Commission 
of the League of Nations pronounced the White 
Paper to be incompatible with the terms of the 
Mandate Thus on the notable occasion when the 
competent organ of the League censured the policy 
laid down by the British Government, they. per- 
sisted in it. in defiance of international authority. 

“ The views of the Mandates Commission were 
fully shared by Mr. Churchill and the. Labou: 
Party In the debate on the White Paper, the 
Labour Opposition charged the Chamberlain 
Government with concealing from the House the 
Mandates Commission's disapproval of the new 
policy. 

* There can, of course, be no possible objection 
to the British Government's now seeking inter- 
national approval for the new policy in Palestine 
which. they. may intend to adopt. But this cannot 
be made an excuse for maintaining in the mean. 
time the White Paper, the responsibility for which 
rests on the British Government and on them 
alone. The breach of faith was committed: by 
them. and by them it must be undone.” 


EISENHOWER AT KIPPUR 
DAY SERVICE 


Promises Security to Jewish D.P.s 


General E:ssenhower and General Patton were the 
guests of Unrra at an Atonement Day service in the 
camp for displaced Jews near Feldafing, which at 
present houses the largest Jewish Community. in 
Bavaria. The gencrals were making a tour of in- 
spection of the various camps for displaced persons 
in the whole of the Munich area 

General Eisenhower said that he had come on the 
instruction of the President of the United States to 
obtain a picture of the conditions under which the 
Jews were compelled to live at present. Everything 
would be done to provide security in the future for 
the Jews, well deserved after their many years of 
hard trial, he added. 

General Eisenhower, in a cable to the American 
Agudath Israel Organisation, stated that he never 
gave instructions for the compulsory repatriation of 
Polish Jews from Germany. Only those wishing 
to be repatriated would be sent to Poland, he 
declared.

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JEWISH BLIND SOCIETY 
Couatry House Bought for Home 


Practical evidence of the excellent work which 
the Jewish Blind Society is doing was given at the 
annual court held at Bloomsbury House last week, 
when a blind girl whom the society has taught: 
shorthand and typing took Braille shorthand notes 
of the proceedings, .which she afterwards 
transcribed on her typewriter. 

She and many others, it was stated by Mr. 
Edward A. Joseph (co-Vice-President), who pre- 
sided, had been taught at the expense of the society 
to earn their own living. 

In moving the adoption of the annual report, 
Mr. Joseph first extended a welcome to Sir Albert 
Clavering, who, he said, had consented to act as 
the Chairman of their Appeal Committce. 


Ten-Acre Estate 


After pointing out that the society was 126 years 
old, Mr. Joseph said all their thoughts and energies 
must now be put into the establishment of their 

roposed new home, Thanks to the energies of 
Mr. Digby Solomon and Mr. Leslie Woolf, they 

ad found a small beautiful estate, called Rokefield, 

estcott, near Dorking, Surrey. It consisted of 
(}} acres, comprising a well-stocked garden, a large 
house which, when the rooms were divided, would 
take at least 35 persons, a cottage in the garden, 
and two cottages m the village, 

The house was in a good state of repair. It was 
aot large enough to accommodate ali the blind 
people who had apphed for admission, but there 
was plenty of spare ground available, and he hoped 
it would not be too long before they could enlarge 
the building. 

It was very urgent that they launch their long- 
delayed appeal for the necessary moncy, 

He wished to thank the THe JewisnH CHRONICLE 
for all the publicity they had given them in that 
widely-read journal. Without that paper they could 
not adequately reach the Jewish public. 

He would like it to be known, he went on, that 
it was their desire to move the word “ charity ” 
from their vocabulary as far as they could. They 
intended to care for and look after blind persons, 
whatever their position and circumstances, The 
reason he mentioned this was because there were 
many persons who had some means but whe had 
ho one to live with and could not afford their own 
place and atiendant, nor could they pay the high 
cost of a nursing home. They would be able to. 
come to them and pay rcasonably tor their accom- 
modation ang keep. On the other hand, they 
equally welcomed those who were -not fortunate 
enough to possess an income. 

The report was adopted, as were also the accounts 
for 1944.

JEWISH MARINE LEAGUE 
Caring For Jewish Seamen 
URGENT TRAINING SCHEME 


During the war thousands of young Jews volun- 
teered or were enlisted in the Allied Navies and 
Merchant Fleets, Among them were large numbers 
of refugees, Stateless and Palestinian Jews. In 
Palestine alone over 1,000 Jews voluntecred for the 

oyal and Merchant Navies, and of those some 
300 officers and men were trained in the schools of 
the Jewisn Marine League and served in the 
different Allied Navies and Merchant Ficets. . 

_ The Jewish Marine League, which was founded 
in 1934, was the pioneer Jewish professional sea- 
faring organisation. It grew, like the Zebulun, a 

outs ~pre-sea training Organisation. out of 
the Betar movement in Palestine. But both s00n 
became completely non-partisan bodies, their sup- 
Porters realising that seafaring is not a political 
matter, 

To-day the Jewish Marine League is no longer 

concerned. solely with Palestine, It is engaged in 
a work of Jewish professional readjustment, help- 
mg young Jews to learn to earn their living on the 
sca aS «mariners, and training them as_ ships’ 
engineers, ships’ carpenters, etc., to equip them 
for following these occupations either at sea or on 
land. 
_ 1934, the Jewish Marine League established 
in Civitavecchia, Italy, a training school for deck 
officers, ships’ engineers, and fishermen under the 
direction of Captain Jeremiah Helpern 


The Schoorer Sarah 1. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ephraim Kirschner, of Paris, ore 
senied the Jewish Marine School with a. sailing 
ship equipped with an auxiliary motor. a beautiful 
four-master, originally the yacht of an American 
Admiral. It was the largest sailing vessel in the 
Mediterranean. In honour of Mrs. Kirschner. the 
name Four Winds was chaneed to Sarah 1 
The hull was painted blue and white, the hold 
rebuilt to accommodate 60 cadets and crew. Under 
the command of Captain Helpern, she made many 
training cruises lasting {rom six months to a year, 
touching all the important ports of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea and several on the Atlantic seaboards 

In 1936 some of the graduates of the Civita- 
vecchia school formed a branch of the Jewish 
Marine League in Riga, and with its help chartered 
a small saring vessel, renamed Theodor « Herz}. 
for the traiming of able seamen. Beginning 
with voyages along the coast, they soon were able 
to cross the Baltic Sea to Scandinavian: harbours 
and even journcyed into the North Sea. 

In 1937 two fishing vessels were added to the 
fleet in Civitavecchia: Nekha was presented by 
Mr. Michael Hollander, of New York, and Lea 
was donated by the late Srenor Giogio Roifer, a 
young Jewish.timber merchant of Pisa. Under 
Capiain N. Fusco, a noted authority on fishing, 
a group was selected for special training in this 
work. 

. The Jewish Mariné League also opened a pre- 
sca traming centre at Shanghai. It acquired a num- 
ber of. smaller training craft, and preparations were 
made to secure a large steam vessel, 

In 1938 Italy adopted the anti-Jewish racial legis- 
lation of Hitlerite Germany. The school at Civita- 
vecchia was disbanded: the Sarah I. and the 
two fishing vessels were scized by the authoritics, 
with most other Jewish property. 

As already stated, about 300 officers and men 
who were trained in the schools of the Jewish 
Marine League served on Allied ships throughout 
the war. Now with the end of the war, the Jewish 
Marine League has restarted its activities. Its first 
work is the establishment of traming courses for 
navigation officers, engineers, and shipbuilders. As 
already pointed out, large numbers of young Jews 
have been doing war service in the Royal Navy, but 
Royal Naval service is highly specialised and does 
not provide the nautical training required by the 
Merchant Marine Hh would be a sad loss tf they 
were now obliged to leave the sea and relapse 
into unskilled shore labour.

WITH THE JEWISH BRIGADE 


“ There is really no future for Jewish life on the 
Continent." This statement was made by Captain 
Norman Lourie, the war correspondent with the 
Jewish Brigade Group, when he related some of his 
experiences in Europe during the past six months 
to members of the Anglo-Palestinian Club last 
week. Mr. P. Horowitz presided. 

It was at the beginning of last March that Captain 
Lourie went to Italy to join the Jewish Brigade, 
which just at that time, he said, was on the point 
of going into the front line rather more hurriedly 
than had been expected. 

Recounting some outstanding moments, Captain 
Lourie told of a press conference which General 
Mark Clark had held in Florence with some 130 
correspondents, to whom he outlined the expected 
course of events during the coming weeks. A 
colossal map of Italy was displayed. The German 
line was indicated by little swastika flags, and the 
forces of the 8th British and Sth American armics 
by many little flags representing the different 
nations in the two Allied armies 

Right in the middle of this array was one lite 
flag with the blue and white Mage David on it— 
the flag of thé Jewish Brigade, indicating the point 
at which the brigade would go into action. 

“ The Jewish Brigade.” he said, “had done a 
good job whenever it had been called upon to do it.’ 

Captain Lourie reported on the various camps 
which he had visited, and referring to Jaseenovac 
(Croatia), gave figures of those who had been killed 
in this camp of whom, he said; 40,000 were Jews 

Dealing with the period when the brigade had 
come to a point on the Halian-Austrian-Yugoslay 
frontier, Captain Lourie said this was the* begin 
ning of a new phase.in the life of the brigade 
the rescue on a large scale of the remnanis of 
their people in Europe 


A Tremendous Obligation 


Captain Lourie also visited Palestine, and he 
stressed the fact that he did not think that Jews 
living in the free countries were fully conscious of 
the tremendous obligation which they had to Jewish 
Palestine in the years to come. in terms of helping 
the Yishuy to reorientate and to rebuild the human 
material that was coming mito the countr¢ 

Captain Lourie described at first hand conditions 
as he had found them in Austria. Hungary and 
( vechoslovakia. 

There was no future for Jewish life on the Con 
tinent, he said, The Jew. it seenfed to him, was 
confronted with two alternatives—cither he must 
assimilate he could, of get oul oO} al 
costs and be a Jew in a Jewish tanmd—Palestine 

“ The burning issue at the moment is whether 
the British Government is going to open the doors

The Jews, he added, had reached a stage im thei 
history where they must steel themselves to fight

ITALY TO-DAY 


Gallant Remnant With Over- 
whelming Problems 


PALESTINE THE ONLY HOPE 


By Dr. CECIL ROTH 


During August and early September Dr. Cecil Roth 
undertook a brilliantly successful lecture tour 
through the length and breadth of Italy, 
addressing both Jewish and non-Jewish military 
personnel—mainly English and Palestinian, but 
occasionally also Americans, South Africans, 
Canadians, and others. He got in touch with 
the Italian Jewish communities, speaking in 
Italian at numerous gatherings. 


The world does not yet realise the extent of the 
sufferings of Italian Jewry in the course of the 
oes seven and especially the last three years. 
‘ascist Government at the end of 1943 deprived 
the Italian Jews of their nationality and declared 
them to be citizens of an enemy State; and orders 
were given tor their arrest, with a view to deporta- 
tion. Fortunately, the news of what was intended 
was published prematurely, so that many were able 
to take precaution. 

Nevertheless, more than 5,000—a little under 20 
per cent of the Jews remaining in the country— 
were arrested and deported, together with a con- 
siderable number of foreigners. Only 75 of them, 
all told, haye returned. The rest, it is to be feared, 
were exterminated in the death camps of Belsen 
and Auschwitz. 

Many of the IfMlian Jewish communities now 
lack the- most commonplace necessitics of their 
religious life—prayer-book, Tefillin, Tallitim, and 
so on. Some Synagogues—for example, at Turin 
and Milan—became war casualties during air- 


raids, 
Triumph of Self-help 


In.the circumstances, it is amazing how rapidly 
and effectively the Italian communities—or some 
of them—have managed to reorganise themselves. 
The Synagogues are now again open in most of the 
larger centres—-not @nly on Sabbaths, but on week- 
days as well. The services are carried on in 
accordafice with the old tradition. Shechita is func- 
lioning again. Education of the young has recom- 
menced In some cases, cultural societies 
and the Italian Jewish newspaper, 


publication. But it is a heartbreaking task: and 
time after time I was asked to assist in the pro- 
vision of school-books, Bibles, liferature, and all 
those other things which we take for granted, but 
which Itahan Jewry, with its depicted numbers and 
tragically diminished resources, now has to begin 
to assemble from the foundations. 

Apart from its own tragedy, Italian Jewry is 
contronted with the problem of the refugee: and 
lialy gives the opportunity for seeing something of 
the nature of the appalling condition of the tragic 
survivors of Central and Eastern European Jewry. 
Among the tens of thousands of “ D.P.s”’ who 
have been pouring across the Alps during the 
course of the past few months—mainly Italians who 
had been sent to Germany for agricultural labour 
—there are also many Poles, Hungarians, and so 
on, who are unable or unwilling to return to their 
former homes. The majority of these are Jews: 
and they go to Italy, not only because they cannot 
bear the idea of remaining any ionger in Germany, 


. but also because italy is a sepping-stone on the way 


to Palestine, the goal of thei ambitions, and their 
moral’ ballast during their recent sufferings. 

Ihere are now some 15,000 of them inthe 
country, and every day some 300 more are said to 
arrive, {ft is an amazing caravan of broken men 
and women, with nothing to support them except 
their imperishable hope. There has been nothing 
before in history like this strange wholesale wander- 
ing, reminiscent of the pathetic Children’s Crusade 
of the Middle Ages, when also Palestine was the 
magnet. They hve under appalling conditions. 
They are most of them penmiess—which means 
literally, in this case, that they have not a penny. 
Their solitary possessions in many cases are the 
clothes that they wear—often, lithe more than a 
khaki shirt and pair of- shorts: or also remnants 
of their convict uniform. They are emaciated. 
Most of them bear, tattooed on their wrists, their 
German concentration camp numbers, marked 
there indelibly for all time. Many of the women 
have tattooed between their breasts the word 
“ Prostitute,” to which presumably they owe their 
lives. They are all reduced to the same common 
miserable human level. Formerly, they were 
merchants, scholars, scientists, physicians, some- 
times of more than local reputation. Now, they 
have only one hope and dream—to get away from 
the nightmare of their life in Europe, the convul- 
sions of which have not yet ended east of the 
Rhine, and to. settle, however arduously, in 
Palestine. 


Cure for Hard-baked Anti-Zionists 


A visit to one of these reception camps would 
be enough to cure the most hard-baked anti-Zionist 
of his prejudices. 

The biggest of them is at Modena, which is used 
as a sort of distributing centre, and where there 
is the most incredible state of overcrowding. But the 
magnet of Palestine draws many of them further 
south, I spent some time in. the reception camp at 
Santa Maria dei Bagni, almost on the tip of the 
Peninsula, and could see something of the nature 
of the problem. . A fresh convoy had just arrived, 
and the hopeless, helpless, bewildered newcomers 
gathered around us as though we could provide their 
salvation. 1 was taken into a Hachsharah or 
Preparation Centre for a handful of young Jews 
from. Salonika—survivors of what was once the 
greatest and most important Jewish centre of the 
Mediterranean. I had a glimpse of the educational 
and organisational work. inspected a school, 
where a bright young woman, overflowing with 
vitality, was teaching Hebrew to a class of kiddies 
from many different countries, who were being given 
a sense Of cohesion and pride by this new common 
language. There was one boy-—the brightest of all 
who would have delighted Hitier’s heart with his 
straight body, his fine features, his bronzed skin. his

wavy hair: I was relieved to find that his 
name was typically Jewish—Silberstein! ; 

I saw what was being done for the children— 
all orphans, who will never know what parents 
care and mother’s love can mean. I was told 
something of the special problem which they con- 
stitute. weaklings, I was told, have succumbed. 
Those who survive are the toughest, many of whom 
owe their lives to the fact that they could lie and 
steal and do worse if necessary. Unless they can 
be given some sort of moral back2round now, they 
will constitute a tual problem and a perpetual 
menace to Jewry at large. 

Is it possible, I wonder, to achieve this in t 
Dias ? I question it. I asked an English 
physician who was with me what the essential 
trouble was at present. He replied quite brutally : 
“ They're not getting enough to eat. 

Nor is it only a question of food shortage. One 
villa, built for a family of half a dozen, now houses 
fifty or more children. They have installed an 
emergency latrine; but they even lack drsinfectant 


for it! 
When Winter Comes! 


In August, when it was possible to spend the 
whole day in the epen air, everything was tolerable. 
But when the winter draws on, and the weaknesses 
of the buildings show themselves, and the days 
are shorter, and the overcrowding becomes in- 
escapable, the conditions of distress in all these 
camps will be overwhelming. 

But the root problem is that of the outlet. Unless 
and until the gates of Palestine are opened, the 
refugee camps in Italy will remain pathetic, hopeless, 
miserable = athe Once the gates are opened, and 
the stream of migration starts, a fresh spirit will 
infuse them, and the other difficulties will disappear. 

Meanwhile, so far as Italy goes, the problem is 
tremendous. There cannot be more than 30,000 
native Italian Jews left: there are already 15,000 
refugees im the country. The Synagogues, the 
communal centres, the schools, are all overrun with 
these destitute wanderers, with nowhere clse to pass 
their days and nights. At Padua, where there are 
now nominally no more than 300 Jews left, there 
are 800 refugees. In Milan, where the Synagogue 
was destroyed in an air-raid, the community has 
taken over the former Fascist headquarters; but 
the service is barely audible owing to the babbie 
of the refugees who fill the courtyard. One evening, 
after we had discussed whether it was possible to 


continue these arrangements any longer, as the - 


community was already overwhelmed by its burden, 
we came out into the street and found a lorry un- 
loading a further thirty or forty newcomers. 

A great deal of the financial burden is indeed 
borne by the Joint Distribution Committee, which 
is doing. admirable work, though perhaps stressing 
its rights over-duly and displaying «certain lack of 
imagination. But the Italians, too, are doimg the 
share manfully, notwithstanding their depleted 
resources. Indeed. the reserves of Jewish human- 
tarianism they have shown in these years IS amazing. 
In 1941, in the midst of their own trouble, they 
launched an appeal for the rehef: of the Yugo- 
slavian refugees, which its a truly classical docu- 
ment: and now under better circumstances they 
are throwing themselves heart and soul into the 
relief work, led by a handful of splendid men such 
as Raphael Cantoni, of Milan, and Settimio Sorani, 
in Rome, whose record during the period of perse- 
cution was superb. 

But the problem is too great for them to deal 
with alone: and it is not their problem. The re- 
habilitation of Italian Jewry, after all its sufferings, 
is itself a task of. first magnitude: everything 
should be done to lightea this additional burden. 


Our Superb Chayalim 


The tragedy of the refugees in Italy is  ppalling 
But it would be far more appalling but for onc 
thing: and that is,-the assistance poured out un- 
selfishly by the Jewish soldiers from. Palestine, 
who have shown in this time of crisis a self-sacri- 
ficing devotion that is beyond praise. We may 
criticise their atttude towards Jewish ‘religious 
tradition, which is indeed in some respects as petty 
as it is unimaginative. But they have demonstrated 
when put to the test a practical Judaism which 
makes our lip-service seem by comparison ludic- 
rousiy imsinecere, 

To place after place, it was they who brought 
the message of. liberation and hope; and the 
despondent Italian Jews so long cut off from their 
coreligionists. elsewhere found in these bronzed, 
self-dependent youngsters a living testimony ig the 
t was 
they in many cases who opened the ‘Synagogucs 
and cleared them of debris; they who opened their 
hearts and their pockets to the undernourished 
remnant; they who first set up some sort of 
educational! system for the children. But what they 
have done for the refugees—-whose need is greater 
and with whom, as Central or Eastern Europeans 
they have a greater sense of kinship—is even more 
remarkable. They have. thrown themselves heart 
and soul into the work of succour—transporting 
them, organising them, helping them with moncy 
and with labour. It is many months since the 
Chayalim from Palestine have tasted their swect- 
ration—the need of the Jewish kiddies is greater 
than theirs. When they are given leave, instead 
of visiting the Italian lakes or “ swanning " on 
the Venetian canals, they go to the nearest refugce 
camp and do what they can to help these kinsfolk. 

If there are any children within reach, these 
Jewish soldiers seize on them and see to their 
Jewish education. They have introduced order 
where there was chaos, hope where there was dark- 
ness, a new life where there was still the stench 
of death. They and they alone have been responsible 
for the moral regeneration of these outcasts. It is 
they who have organised the Hachsharah camps 
and all the other institutions, creating little out- 

sts of Palestine on these remote patches of 
talian soil; where the air rings with Palestinian 
songs, and refugee children sometimes stare at one 
with blank amazement if one addresses them in 
any language other than Hebrew. Thousands of 
lives must have been saved through their means 
in Italy alone. The Jewish people owes them a 
debt of gratitude which must never be forgotten, 
and can never be adequately discharged. The 
investment of wealth and idealism in Palestine 
during the-past generation has been amply repaid 
by this magnificent work. 


ABOUT BOOKS 


THE SONCINO “PROVERRS” 


An Excellent and Scholarly Work 


The Soncino Bible. Vol. Il. Proverbs 
by Dr. ApRawHAM COHEN M.A. 10s. net

This second volume of the Soncino Bible wey 
maintains the high standard set by the firs:. - 
Book of Proverbs hardly makes so universal ap 
as the Book of Psalms, and calls for 
different treatment. But both the present volume 
and its predecessor show that the editor has given 
the same scrupulous care im each case, while 
recognising that each book presents problems of its 
own. Those of the Book of Psalms have aly 
been noticed, and need not be further deal with, 

The problems of the Book of Proverbs are such 
as to make it in some respects one of the 
difficult books of the Bible. For its contents are, 
by their very nature, so disconnected with one 
another that the help which the context us 
gives to the mterpretation is almost entircly a 

cept in the closing chapters and a few other pas- 

es. Thus, it is often difficult, and sometimes 
impossible, to be sure of the meaning of some of 
the sayings which make up the book. Many of the 
words used are seldom, or even never, found edge. 
where. In such.a state of things the editor has , 
choice of two courses, either to take the text a 
it stands and make the best he can of it, with th 
help of older commentaries and trar ‘ations, or, 
pull the text about, altering the order or emending 
the difficult words as he thinks fit, with the result. 
in his own opinion, of finally reproducing what the 
author must have meant. 

Of these two courses Dr. Cohen has wiscly chosen th 
first. He has rejected conjectural, emendation altoge 
and makes the received massorctic text the basis of his 
whole commentary. In difficult cases, he sugecsts a differen 
translation which will make a suitable sense. And vasely, 
as well as naturally, he consults Jewish interpreters. although 
he refers to Christian scholars as well. Rashi and Ibn Err 
are, on the face of it, more likely to point the way 
the right understanding of a Hebrew passage than now 
Jewish scholars who have had to acquire the language by 


painful toil. 

By taking this course, Dr. Cohen has

Date and Authorship 

As to the questions of date and authorship of “ Proverte.” 
Dr. Cohen is cautious and moderate. He recognises tha 
the whole book cannot be the work of a. sinele author, 
Solomon .or another. And indeed it hard to imagine 
that a single writer produced all the detached aphorsm 
which make up the book. They are obviously the result 
of gicaning by several hands in theG@d of genomic wisdom, 
Solomon may be responsible for some of them. but there 


is nothing to show which they are. 
So also there can be no question of determining the date 


of the aphorisms, or of any of them. Fven to fix the date 
when the book as a whiole was included in the Canon of 
Scripture is only possible within wide limits. “ Proverbs” 
could not be included im. the * Torah ° r io the 
** Prophets.” and could only find a place wet the 
* Writings,” which would. seem to indicate that the book 
was not recognised as Canonical unti! about 20 BCE, 
perhaps much later, but carlicr than 100 ce, when 
the famous discussion took’ place in the Great Beth Din 
at Jabneh, which scholars ofter wrongly ca|!. the Synod 
of Jamnia 
Dr. Cohen’s commentary seems to be sénsible and 
judicious As a Talmudic scholar | would humbly 
suggest that when he refers to some passage in the Talmud 
which illustrates the point before him, he would pve te 
reference.

Nearly £5,000 Raised 


GREAT SUCCESS OF CAMBRIDGE 
THEATRE PRODUCTION 


At the Cambridge Theatre on Monday evening a 
gala performance of “A Night in Venice” was 
iven in aid of the Children and Youth Aliyah. 
The function was 0 ised by the Geulah Zionist 
Society of Golders Green and sponsored by Tue 
Jewish CHronicite. All seats had been disposed 
of a fortnight before the date of the show. Un- 
fortunately, Mr. Jay Pomeroy, who had given both 
the theatre and the whole cost of the production 
for this very urgent cause, was unable, through in- 
disposition, to | resent. Among the audience 
were Mrs. Chaim Weizmann and Dr. Israel Feld- 
man, co-Chairmen of the Youth Aliyah Committce 
for Great Britain, 

During the interval short addresses were given 
by Dr. Nathan Morrts, who recently returned from 
a Youth Aliyah mission to Palestine, and by the 
Rev. i Levy, Senior Jewish Chaplain to the 
BAO.R. 

Dr. Morris said he had had the opportunity while 
in Palestine of visiting many institutions and settle- 
ments in which the Youth Aliyah was carrying on 
its work and of talking to many hundreds of 
children, and he was very much moved by what 
he had seen and heard. He recalled the beginnings 
of the Youth Aliyah and told the audience that at 
present there were 7,000 children who were receiving 
their training in 120 places all over Palestine. 


A Grim Reminder 


The Rev. 1. Levy said that while they were there 
enjoying that show, within three hours’ flight some 
thousands of Jews were meeting in conference at 
Belsen. He painted a poignant picture of what 
was happening to the Jews in Belsen and other 
camps, and said that hundreds of thousands of their 
brethren in Germany—most of them young—were 
at this moment trapped like rats and all of them 
were secking a way out. But the doors were 
barred and bolted in their faces. He need not tell 
them of the horrible stories. of Belsen camp. He 
could not even try to tell them what he had seen 
with his own eyes when he arrived at Belsen a 
week after it was captured. He had to go back to 
these people in a few days’ time and give them 
some message of encouragement.. Would they give 
him the opportunity of saying one thine—that thev 
were forging the keys to open the gates of 
Palestine? 

Dr. Isracl Feldman announced that up to the 
beginning of the show the net proceeds were £3,812 

behalf of Youth Aliyah, he expressed thanks to 
Mr. Pomeroy. to THe JewisH CHRONICLE, to Miss 
Clarica Davidson, advertisers, donors and con- 
tributors.. and to the Geuiah Zionist Society.

Curbing Extremist Statements 


According to reports reaching Jerusalem (cables 
our correspondent in that city), Lebanese Govern- 
meni leaders clearly informed the Secretary General 
of the Arab League, Abdul Rahman Azzam, when 
he visited Beirut some days ago, that they did not 
desire him to be their spokesman for Lebanon's 
political aspirations during his forthcoming visits 
to London and Washington. 

Negotiations which are proceeding between French

_factority. The Lebanon will be prepared to support 
the efforts of the Arab League Secretariat in so far 
as they are Carried on in the spirit of the Alexandria 
and Cairo protocols, these leaders are reported to 
have emphasised.

CALL OF THE LAND 


Abolition of Repressive Laws 
Demanded 


A call for the immediate abolition of the 
Palestine land regulations which restrict the free 
purchase of land oy Jews in the country was voiced 
at the fourth “ Call of the Land ” convention held 
last week in Jerusalem in commemoration of the 
death of M. Ussishkin, late President of the Jewish 
National Fund. 

Dr. Abraham Granovsky, who was elected Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors and Managing 
Director of the Fund, in his opening address, said, 
" We must fight our way forward, step by step, 
immigrant by immigrant, and dunam by dunam. 

“ The demand we are making to-day with all our 
force is that on the threshold of a new era of man- 
kind our nation, too, be permitted to benefit from 

new order for which it has made so many 
sacrifices,” he went on. 

* We demand:-that the restrictive laws that to-day 
are throttling our energies and nullifying our initia- 
tive be repealed. The world must know that we 
shall not allow our work to be crystallised in its 
Present form and that we shall not allow the un- 


remitting cflorts of three generations to be con-' 


verted into illusions. . 

“ The story of our land-purchase work during 
the war is one of incessant struggle against 
numerous ¢ifliculties and obstacles,’ Dr. Granovsky 
continued. “ During the 67 months since the land 
restricuons were imposed, the difficulties have grown 
from month to month. The iron ring encircling 
us has effected a reductio: in the possibilities of 
land purchase, removing every possibility of free 
movement from us. 

“ But we have carried on with our efforts, in- 


creasing our land acquisitions since the inception . 


of the land restrictions up to 330,000 dunams, and 
to-day ft ¢ naviona’ land reserve amounts to 800,000 
dunams.” 

Dr. Granovsky also spoke of the tremendous 
dificulties facing the Jewish National Fund as a 
result of Arab nationalistic propaganda, on the one 
hand, and of increased land purchases by Arab 
peasants anxious to mvyest the money they have 
accumulated during the war m land rather than in 
securities, on the other. 

Partition’s Potential Damage 

In the course of a cable,.Dr. Walter C. Lowder- 
milk, the’ well-known American soil expert, said: 
“ The Jewish colonists have given to the world an 
object lesson, because land 1s a silent partner in 
the rise and fall of civilrsations. A Jordan Valley 
Authority will give to one million-and-a-hall sur- 
vivors in Europe who - were inhumanly persecuted 
a chance to work out ther own salvation in dignity 
and liberty and to bring new hope of a new day 
also to the fellaheen of the Middle Kast. The logic 
of geography cries out for co-ordinated develop- 
ment of the unique resources through a Jordan 
Valley Authority on the lines of the Tennessee 
Valicy Authority. Partition would violate this 
logié and for ever damage the future of the whole 
area.” 

A manifesto “to the nations of the world and 
the dispersed Jewish nation was unanimously 
adopted by the convention. It called tor, among 
other things, the abolition of the White Paper 
réstrictions, which deprived them of the funda- 
mental right to buy land in their own homeland. 

The convention declared that the gates ol 
Palestine shall never be closed to the Jewish 
wanderers across Europe. They must. prepare for 
mass immigration 

Ihe convention fixed the J.N.F. budget at 
£5.000.000. The Yishuy itself has resolved lo raise 
half-a-million pounds. 

A “Neremberg Law ” 


Dr. Moshe Sneh spoke on the political position 
of Zionism. ‘“ We must be ready for anything,” 
he declared. ‘“ We shall neither reconcile ourselves 
to a continuation o» modification of the . White 
Paper, nor accept any concession based on the 
White Paper. since we shall never acquiesce in a 
minority status for Jews in Palestine.” Dr. Sneh 
stigmatised the land law as the last “ Nuremberg 
law,” still persisting in Palestine, the only place 
in the entire world where Jews were legally dis- 
criminated against—a condition which was a blot 
upon humanity. It was inconceivable that this law 
could continue under a British Labour Government. 

Mr. A. Hartzfeld. who spoke on war-time settle- 
ment. stated that -14 new villages had been. esiab- 
lished in Northern Palestine and 17 in the desolate 
South during the war years. 


RESIDUE OF CERTIFICATES 
Agency Refuses An Offer 


The Palestirie Government has now forgone Its 
previous intention of deducting 2,000 certificates 
from the 3,000 “ final reserve’ left of the 1939 
White Paper quota of 75,000, I learn (reports our 
Jerusalem correspondent), for the purpose of legiti- 
mising alleged Jewish deserters from Polish 
Army who remained in this country as “ illegal 
residents, and has expressed its readiness to release 
the “frozen” residue to the Jewish Agency of 
1,500. Another 1,500 were to be retained for the 
admission of wives of Palestinian Jewish ex-Service- 
men who remained, abroad while their husbands 
came to Palestine as “ illegals before 1939.

and keeping the other 1,500 as a kind of lingering,

_ THE HAIFA ARMS TRIAL 


Witnesses for the prosecution in the trial at Haifa 
against 20 Jewish youths and girls for being in 
possession of arms and explosives admitted that 
ho representatives of the civil authorities, not even 
the Mukhtar, took part in the search at the spot 
where the arrests were made. The place where they 
had bivouacked was not fenced and was open to all, 
stated the witnesses. 

The court overruled a submission by Mr. Max 
Seligman, for the defence, that there was no case 
to answer because the prosecution had not pro- 
duced evidence that the accused had possession or 
knowledge of the firearms. They had been arrested 
before the search was carried out, said Mr. Selig- 
man, and, since the place was open, the arms micht 
have been planted by others who then informed 
the police. 

The Prosecutor replied that the number of 
revolvers found corresponded with the number of 
the arrested. He admitted that some of the arms 
were unserviceable. The attitude of the accused 
after their arrest. he argued, indicated they were an 
Organised group. 

One of the defendants, Itzhak Gazweich, testified 
that he arrived in Palestine a year ago from the 
Warsaw ghetto. He was employed in a diamond- 
polishing plant and decided to spend his first vaca- 
tion On a country hiking tour, Near Benyamina 
he encountered a group of youths and asked per- 
mission to spend the night in their bivouac. 

Another accused, Yehuda Benzinberg, declared 
that the only defendant in the case was the British 
Government, which began the liquidation of the 
Baliour Declaration 25 years ago. 

The President of the Court, Major A. ._M. 
Schofield, commented that “ the accused are sup- 
posed to speak only in answer to charges made 
and not to defend their political opinions.” 

The court reserved its decision as to whether the 
defence would be allowed to call as witnesses Mr. 
J.V. W. Shaw, Chief Secretary of the Government, 
other high Government and police officials, and 
Arab and Jewish leaders. 


THE SAVAGES OF YEMEN 


Letters reaching Palestine from the borders of 
Yernen and quoted in the Hebrew newspaper Davar 
(reports our Jerusalem correspondent) state that in 
addition to banning the departure: of Jews for 
Palestine, the Yemenite Government has ordered 
the tribal ruler whose area adjoins the southern 
territory to strengthen the watch over tus borders. 
which give access to Aden, and which at present 
provide the only route for Jews wishing to escape 

The order, it is stated, threatens with the punish- 
ment of death any Jews trying to depart without 
being. authorised. It is belteved that several Jews 
have already been captured, and further that they 
have been put to death. 

This fresh ban, it is stated, apparently came after 
there had been communications with the Arab 
League leaders in. Cairo.

Refugee and Palestinian Children 


The late Henrictia Szold thereupon sought the 
heip and interest of the Palestine Bnai Brith—ot 
whom Mr. Justice Frumkin is the Grand President 

and it was at once agreed to set up a Children’s 
Home for a small number of children who then 
needed special psychological and psychiatric care 
This Home was a wing of the Bnai B'rith Immt- 
grants’ Hostel in Jerusalem, and it can house ‘only 
40 or so. Later, itt was felt that: the same Home 
should also receive Palestinian Jewish children sutler- 
ing from psychological maladjusiments, and thus 
an cxperiment beran which, after imitial heart- 
breaks. .and upsets; has now proved how cmincntly 
it has succeeded’ by already “* graduating “ some 
2% of its children into normal pursuits and trades 
in the outside community. ‘(All the children are 
chosen by Youth Aliyah or the Vaad Leum).) 

Although, under hi Grand Presidency, B'nai 
P’rith in Palestine has made enormous progress in 
many. directions—it had 14 Lodges. with 1,250 mem- 
the end of 1944—-Mr. Frumkin has made

Palestine Movement 


TO ENGLISH-SPEAKING YOUTH 
An Appeal by Jewish Brigade Members 


A declaration in the form of a “ Call to English- 
Speaking Youth" was adopted unanimously at a 
gathering in Belgium of the English-speaking mem- 
bers of the Jewish Brigade held recently. 

“We want you to know,” said the declaration, 
“of our pride in the privilege of serving in the 
fighting force of our own people under our own 
name and flag. while we remember that we were, 
as a Jewish formation, the representatives of more 
than a million Jewish soldiers fighting under the 
various flags of the Allied armics. 

“We have been especially stirred and fortified 
by the heroic efforts in Nazi-dominated Europerof 
the Jewish partisans, the ghetto rebels, and the 
Jewish underground movements—all those whose 
hope and inspiration lay in the inexhaustible 
strength and future of Jewish Eretz Yisrael, build- 
ing a National Home for its surviving brothers in 
Europe. .... 

“ But we are faced now with.the intolerable con- 
ditions still existing for the Jewish survivors of 
Europe. We have seen thousands of «them still 
fenced in in the camps, surrounded by memorics 
of terror, with inadequate food, clothing, and 
shelter. still feeling oppressed and lost, Our heart 
cries out for them: we cannot contain ourselves 
any longer at their plight. 

“ Appreciating the problems with which Jewry 
is now faced, we call on free English-speaking 
youth to aline itself with the cause which is the 
only one keeping the remnants of Israel alive. Aline 
yourself with us who are demanding the right of 
free entry into Palestine, for we have seen with 
our own eyes what has happened and what will 
always happen unless we act and act now.” 


THE JEWS WILL RESISI 
American Zionist Leaders’ Declaration 


The Jews of Palestine will ** resist to the bitter 
end the reported decision of the British Govern- 
ment to continue, with slight modifications, the 
infamous. White Paper policy to restrict Jewish 
immigration to a mere tricklic, says a jormt state- 
ment issued in: New York to the press by Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver and Dr: Stephen S. Wise, on 
behalf of the American Zionist Emergency Council. 

Declaring that they were speaking with “ full 
awareness of our responsibility as leaders of the 
Zionist Movement in this country,” Dr. Silver and 
Dr. Wise voiced a warning that “ such a decision 
will lead only to catastrophe.” They called upon 
the British people and the United States Govern- 
ment, “ which bears a major responsibility in_ this 
crisis,” to take immediate steps to “ prevent a 
shameful and perhaps irreparable injustice.” 

A public meeting “to give expression to the 
apprehension and indignation aroused by this 
will be heid in Madison Square Gardens, 
New York, on September 30, to be followed *by 
an emergency conference of Zionrst leaders im 
Washington.

No Rescue for Europe’s Jewry 


The following are extracts trom a communiqué 
issued in London by the Zionist Federation. 

An Emergency Conference of the Zionist Federa- 
tion of Great Britain and Ireland met on Monday 
night at the Conway Hall. 

The President of the World Zionist Organisation 
and the Jewish Agency, Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 
opened his report by saying that a critical stage 
had again been reached which made it necessary 
to call together responsible Zionist workers in order 


_ to acquaint them with the facts and to take counsel 


with them as to the steps most urgently called for. 

Two months had elapsed, said Dr. Weizmann, 
since the present Government came into office— 
yet the White Paper of 1939, which the Labour 
Party had condemned as a breach of faith, was 
still in force. Immigration was at a standstill, 
and the land restrictions were being applicd with 
full rigour. With regard to the latter, Dr. Weiz- 
mann pointed out that, since the disappearance of 
the Nuremberg . laws, Palestine, under British 
Mandate, was the only country in the civilised 
world where discrimination against Jews still 
existed in law: under the White Paper, Jews in 
Palestine could not settle save in the towns and in 
a very small part of the countryside. Dr. Weiz- 
mann recalled tha: the Labour Party had intro- 
duced a Vote of Censure against this measure 
—— the Chamberlain Government in February, 
‘ 


As regards immigration, he continued, the present 
state of affairs was intolerable. While the Jews 
had been killed in their millions, the world had 
stood aghast—but did, or could do, nothing to 
save them. Now, the so-called liberated remnants 
were continuing to deteriorate and go under, but 
still no rescue was at hand, Many scores of thou- 
sands languished in the internment camps in Ger- 
many, or wandered over the roads of Europe, 
flecing from frum and death. Their misery. was 
indescribable, and lives were being lost daily. The 
only hope, the only demand, of the vast majority 
is for permits to enter Palestine. As _ winter 
approaches Allied authorities begin to. echo the 
demand. Yet the doors of Palestine remain barred, 


and to the scores of thousands of victims which - 


the White Paper policy had claimed during the war. 
new peace-time casualties were being added. . 


No Reply Yet to 100,000 Request 


Dr.. Weizmann said that no reply had yet been 
received to the request for an immediate grant of 
100,000 permits to satisfy the most urgent require- 
ments, submitted by the Jewish Agency three months 
ago. On August 25, he disclosed, the Colonial 
Office had offered them .1,500 permits unde: the 
White Paper, subject to the old proviso that only 
1.500 could enter Palestine in any one month. 
Hard pressed though they were, they could not 
possibly accept such a derisory offer They had 
informed the Government that they could have no 
dealings with them on the basis of the White Paper, 
which they had always held to be immoral and 
illegal. 

Dr. Weizmann pointed out that, at the proposed 
monthly rate; it would take nearly a year to evac- 
uate the refugees who had assembied, and were 
now living under truly inhuman conditions, . in 
Italy alone, and at least four years to deal with 
those in Germany. Would-death wait? he asked. 

The Government, he went on, was apparently 
beginning to realise that it could not put .off a 
decision regarding Palestine very much longer. But 
reports which were reaching them were such as to 
arouse the deepest anxiety about the nature of the 
decision. The increasing tension among the Jews 
of Palestine, primarily dye to the continuation in 
force of the White Paper after the end of the war, 
was being aggravated by the desperate plight of 
the European survivors. Throughout the world. 
the concern of .the Jews for the fate of. iheir home- 
land was deepening. 


Creat Historic Opportunity 


They did not forget that the declared pohcy 
the British Labour Party was the abrogation of the 
White. Paper, the creation of a Jewish majority, 
and the establishment of a Jewish State. 
the great historic opportunity for embarking upon 
a bold and constructive policy. and solving the 
problem of Jewish homelessness. The Government 
had not seen fit to confer with the Jewish Agency, 
the internationally recognised mouthpiece of the 
Jewish people, but they had to realise that they 
could not decree the fate of a people without con- 
sulting its representatives. A unilateral decision 
might be imposed by force, but a policy which 
would refuse to the Jews the chance of rebuilding 
their full national life in their historic homeland 
was not one to which the Jewish people would 
ever submit. * 

No earthly power. Dr. Weizmann concluded. 
could make the homeless Jew turn his back on 
Palestine: no obstacle could deter him from trying 
to regain its shores. Adversities could not stifle 
~—they would only make more intense-—his urge 
to freedom.

Lifeboats Evacuate Jews

work, would automatically be put on a “ selection 
Parade,” acted as a much more insistent driving 
force than could any slave-driver’s whip. 

_ In 1944, Dr. Bimko had an opportunity of 
inspecting the inside of a gas chamber. She had 

m semt to recover some hundreds of blankets 
which had been used to cover the naked forms of 
a number of victims on their last journey. 

The chamber resembled a huge shower bath. with 

a large number of spraying-jets let into the ceiling, 
but without any drainage in the floor. Drainage, 
however, was not needed, since it was not water 
that flowed from those sprays. In an ante-room 
the doctor saw the metal cylinders which contained 
the lethal gas. 
When this Jewish woman declared, in the withess- 
box, that her father, mother, brother, husband. 
and young som had been cxterminated, the same 
tense atmosphere which had been evident during 
ihe showing of the films again spread over the 
court, 

Not a single sign of emotion was displayed by 
the accused when. Dr. Bimko left the witness-box 
and, moving towards the prisoners, identified 15 
of them as having taken part in “ selections ” or 


* having done camp inmates to death by shooting or 


beating. 

In the afternoon, the court adjourned to the site 
of the Belsen camp. During the journey. Kramer 
and Klein, the camp medical officer, were hand- 
cuffed together. 


Thoitsands in Mass Graves 


The camp was burned down some months ago, 
bul it was still possible to identify some of the 
landmarks. There were the mass graves,” just 
covered with yellow sand and marked by small 
poor-looking wooden tablets, on” which were the 
inscriptions, Mass Grave No. 1. Il, Hl, or IV. and 
the approximate number, to the nearest thousand. 
of those buried in each grave. 

On Saturday morning the court again assembled 


in the court-room. Counsel for the defence did 
their utmost to shake Dr. Bimko’s testimony by 
-fenethy cross-cxamination. but. with one. minor 


exception, they met with no success. 

Further confirmation of ihe diabolical nature of 
the “ selection parades“ was provided in ~ the 
witness-box on Monday by three Jewish women. 
who each: identificd some of the accused. : 

One witness, Sofia Litwinska, of Lublin. still 
carrying the awful memory of some moments she 
spent tn the eas chamber after the pomonous fumes 
Had been turned on, and the. agontsed shricks and 
the frantic struggles of the helpless victims, broke 
down under the strain 

She had been wrongly “ selected”. for the gas 
chamber. Being the wife of a Polish officer, she 
was apparently exempt The camp leader, who 
was one of the accused, rushed to the chamber and 
just mafiaged to save her. 


Major Cranfield. one of the defending ‘counsel, 
in the course of his cross-cxamination of this 
witness, suggested that her ewdence was largely 


incorrect, and was based on imagination ; 

Witness retorted that conditions in a Nazi con- 
centration camp could only be fully appreciated by 
those who had lived through them. and hardly, if 
at all, by those who were outside. Major Cranfield 
made no reply to this statement, 

Considerable dissatisfaction: has been expressed 
over. the tactics of the defence at the trial 

The main criticism seems to be that some of the 


questions asked by counsel for the defence may 
weaken. the effect of the trial. and that, already, 
they have provided the kind. of material. which 


come of the Germans. following the trial from the 
public gallery of the court-room; will be most 
thankful for 

Such feelings. even if misguided, are very under- 
standable’ Why. the critics ask. should the accused. 
who in the eves of the world have long stood con- 
victed of the foul crimes with which they are 
now chareed. be given all the privileges of a normal 
defendant?. Why should they be panipered in. this 
wav? should the feelings of those millions 
who have suffered so grievously at the hands of the 
Nazis be harrowed. by this procedure? 


Defence Tactics Criticised 


Some criticism is inevitable, and to some extent 
the criticism is justifiable, But the . question is 
whether. it ought to be against the conduct of the 
defence. or whether it ought not rather to be 
directed against the particular form of trial chosen. 

As I pointed out in the last issue of THe Jewisu 
CHronicie, there were two alternatives for this 
trial. It might have been conceived as an entirely 
new departure that would have dealt with the law- 
lessness of Nazism in all its aspects, including, 
for instance, the concentration camps. That 
would have meant the recognition of a completely 
new species of crime, which might well have been 
calied, “ Violation of the elementary standards of 
human . behaviour,”. or more briefly, “ Crimes 
against humanity.” 

‘On the other hand, the trial could have been, 
as indeed it was. reduced to a narrowed form, based 
on crimes of a well-defined character, such as the 
violation of the rules and usages of war. In that 
event, of course, the trial would have to proceed 
along the traditional lines of British justice, and 
the procedure adopted would be that applied in 
war-time military criminal cases, 

The decision to. try the Belsen criminals under 


British law placed the defence in an unenwable 


position. It perforce had to accept its task as a 
necessary obligation. Had counsel for the defence 
acted differently from the way they have done, they 


would have laid themselves open to the even graver 
criticism of neglecting their clearly defined legal 
duties. 

Moreover, non-fulfilment or half-hearted per- 
formance of their duties must inevitably have 
resulted in the prestige of the trial dropping con- 
siderably in the eyes of the world. 


Threats against the lives of the Jewish women 
who gave evidence against Poles who are amongst 
the accused are alleged to have been received by the 
witnesses. If the accused Poles are convicted, it is 
reported, the Jewish women will be killed. 

Colonel Backhouse is investigating the reports,

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PALESTINE : 
THE GOVERNMENT'S CHOICE 


DURING the past few weeks Palestine has been more than 
ever “news.” Gossip, rumour, and a more than fair share

of despondency and alarm have been lavishly in evidence. 


Many a brave new political kite has been flown—without, 
however, eliciting so far any official corroboration or the 
reverse. In such circumstances of mental confusing, if not 
confusion, it is imperative to maintain a clear understanding 
of the real issues of policy with which Britain is con- 
fronted. Obviously the interests of this country in the 
wider as well as the narrower view are the, paramount 


consideration in the Government's responsibility and will 


—or should—be the determining factor in their decisions. 

Britain's concern in Palestine is primarily if not solely 
strategic. She has to guard her Middle East communica- 
tions. “ The most important nodal point on the imperial 
communications, and a vital element in the British contri- 
bution to future security and peace,” is how The Times 
describes this area. She must, therefore, guard her land 
and air, if not also her sea, bases in Palestine, for without 
them her imperial interests are in grave jeopardy. or 
that compelling reason the British garrison in Palestine 
at this moment is being increased—and not, by the way, 
as the Arab Leaguers are saying, because of British anxiety 
ever the internal situation there. 

Military strategists are unanimous that Britain must hold 
Palestine if she wishes to.maintain her position in the Middle 
East; and that, not only because of its geographical position 
but because it 1s the only country in that region possessing 
the real possibility of a fully developed modern industry 
capable of adequately supporting a garrison in the modern 
sense. The question the Government has to ask itself is 


how this transcendent need is to be permanently safe- 


guarded, There are two. alternatives. The one—as 
envisaged by such far-seeing British statesmen as: SMUTS, 
BaLtrour, Cromer, LLoyp Groroe, and CHURCHILL—1s to 
build up Palestine as a Jewish State, a modern State with 
an enterprising and technically go-ahead industrial popu- 
lation healthily balanced by agricultural development. Such 
a State must inevitably be bound to Britain just because it 
would be in certain respects an isolated “ island ” of Jews 
surrounded by a continent of Arabs. The alternative 
method which is advocated by certain officials, especially 
those of the unimaginative and _ stick-in-the-mud_ variety, 
is to attempt to secure Britain’s position in Palestine by 
buving Arab friendship at almost any price—which of 
course would include the sacrifice of Jewish Palestine and 
the continuance of the White Paper to ‘that end. Some 
face-saving pretence would be invented, such as. that the 
National Home of the Balfour promise had now been built 
and therefore the promise fulfilled. The officials who 
support this policy further argue that the Yishuv would 
settle down to it sooner or later, no doubt after a show of 
resistance; they point out that the Jews have, in reliance 
on British pledges, given hostages to fortune—their flourish- 
ing settlements, their industries, their modern cities—all of 
which they would shrink from jeopardising by continuous 
warlike operations. We earnestly urge, en passant, that too 
much reliance should not be placed upon this last facile 
supposition, For the Yishuv recognises that, as a result 
o! world conditions, .its progress, if not its. very survival, 
is being settled now and that the chance :to defend both 
may never recur. But even if it should sullenly reconcile 
itself to the muserable status of just one more Jewish 
minority, Arab greed swollen by easy victories over British 
weakness would never be content to allow even the present 
numbers of Jews to remain-in Palestine. There would be 


a vicious and increasing “minority problem” in the land, and 


the country would be a prey to ceaseless disorders on a 
mounting scale as the Arabs grew bolder and the Jews 
weaker. Political considerations might almost compel a 
competitive interest in the mischief on the part of outside 
Arab powers. And meanwhile that military necessity for 
Britain’s garrison, the progressive and technically advanced 
industrial population, would grow less and less as the 
sands of the Arab desert rolled over the civilisation which 
the Jews of Palestine had achieved. 

in anytcase, the Yishuv were “frozen” at its present 
size, it would be unable, if not unwilling in its humbled, 
betrayed and embittered condition, to furnish the induStrial 
and agricultural requirements of the British garrison. At 
the same time it is questionable whether Britain's yieldirig 
to the Arab demands would not amount to a voluntary 
abdication of the Mandate, which should logically be fol- 
lowed by the withdrawal of Britain from Palestine 


altogether. Her presence there has no legal justification but. 


the purposes of the Mandate, and the League of Nations, 
which conferred it, long ago intimated that the White Paper 
was incompatible with it. How long would it be before 
exultant Arabs would remind Britain of this awkward fact, 
however much Britain might have lavished upon them in the 
process of appeasement? There is notoriously no limit to the 
appetite for danegeld. a 

It is perfectly plain, whichever way it is looked at, that 


this second alternative, the attempt at settling the Palestine 
—or Middle East—problem by Arab appeasement, can only 


‘lead to real disaster for Britain, disaster a hundred times 


more costly than the rounding-up of a few Arab snipers in 
the Judean hills—the outside Arab reaction to the pursuance 
of a sound and progressive policy for a Jewish Palestine. 
Far from members of the Government trembling at the dire 
consequences which the officials threaten if a Jewish 
Palestine policy be firmly announced and pursued, they 
should view with the utmost trepidation the results of not 
pursuing such a policy and of relapsing into appeasement 
or into doing nothing in the weak belief that thereby the 


status quo can be kept up and the hour for decision with its 


requisite courage postponed. 

To mention a third “ alternative” which is canvassed 
in certain quarters, Partition, is immediately to see that 
while it entirely fails to provide adequate terrain for 
Britain's Middle East garrison—strategically Western 
Palestine must include empty Transjordan for this pur- 
pose—it has all the disadvantages of “ appeasement ” while 
providing ideal conditions for permanently inflamed 
national hostilities. 

There is one clear road and one alone—the straight and 
courageous path. Let Britain announce the annulment of 
the White Paper and inform the Arabs that she will open 
the gates of Palestine to full Jewish immigration and the 
land to Jewish settlement, at the same time plainly stating 
that she intends to garrison Palestine permanently and to 
see that all its inhabitants receive equal justice. 

Arab propagandists with a cunning eye upon British pub- 
lic opinion at the moment dre whispering that any action 
which Arabs might dislike and forcibly. resist would 
result in retarding British demobilisation. This is quite 
absurd in face of the fact that Britain, haVing learnt by 
bitter experience, will in any case maintain an army many 
times the size of her pre-war force. This is why all are 
agreed that conscription will have to continue—in any case. 
In such circumstances, whether troops are doing useful 
work in Palestine or merely occupying barracks in Britain 
will in no way affect the totals required and therefore will 
not affect the speed of demobilisation in any way. Another 
Arab League whisper is reviving the old “don't waste 
British lives on the Jews” stunt. The answer is in the 
Jewish Brigade which, if part of. the permanent British 
garrison of Palestine, will be more than able to face any 
dangers which Arab intransigence might. present. Again 
the pro-Arab pundits are trotting out the old lurid threats 
of the Arab kings and of what that. straw-stuffed bogy, 
the Arab League, will do if the White Paper ts scrapped. 
As to that “ strategic absurdity,” as The Times special cor- 
respondent lately in Palestine calls it: “At present,” he 
says, “ Arab politics are dominated by the desire to achieve 
the greatest possible tmmunity from European interference 
by following the way of least resistance—that ts. by utilising 
the jealousies and clashes of interest, past and present, 
between the European powers. It was this tendency which 
led to the Mufti’s activities from Berlin, his proclamation 
of a Holy War against the Allies during Rashid Ali's Iraqi 


revolt in 1941, to certain internal complications in Egypt - 


during and after the critical days of El Alamein, and to 
the more recent developments in Syria.” 
Just now, says the writer, the main if not the only 
cohesive force within. the League is an ingrained and tradi- 
tional. xenophobia directed according ‘to circumstances 


against the French, the British, or the Jews. 


if Britain is determined that she must stay in Palestine 
—and all the facts support that necessity—then surely the 
sane course is not to stay as guests of those who would like 
to kick her out, but among those, like the Jews, who have 
every interest to Keep her in. The Arab states and what- 
nots who did not answer the Mufti’s call to a Holy War at 
the time when British military fortunes were at their lowest 
ebb and when she was locked in a life-and-death struggle 
with Germany and Japan, are not very likely to challenge 
British armed might now that it is victorious and unengaged. 

For the Jewish people the issue is a grim one. The 
remnant of Continental Jewry, from 14 to 14 million in 
number, are facing the prospect of a winter in-Europe in 
which, in their debilitated condition; immense numbers may 
perish, in their camps and elsewhere, from hunger, exposure, 
and disease. Incredible though it seems, the argument is 
being advanced in certain political quarters that this will 
practically rid Britain of the chief reason for abolishing the 
White Paper. Generals January and February are to finish 
the job and Britain neéd no longer worry about barring 
the doors of Palestine—there will be only the dead to deal 
with. It is unnecessary to comment on this ghoulish idea. 

But, a Palestine policy is something more than a weighing 
of rival expediencies. It is a test of British honour. It is 
certainly a test of the Labour Party’s honour and good 
faith, At the recent Labour Party Conference, Mr. Dalton, 
on behalf of the Party Executive, read a written statement 
that, “ having regard to the unspeakable horrors which the 
Jewish people had suffered, it was morally wrong and 
politically indefensible to restrict the entry into Palestine of 
Jews desiring to go there.” It is unthinkable that that clear 
and unequivocal promise should be betrayed. If it were, 
the prestige of Britain, upon which so much of British 
power has always rested, would be perilously undermined, 
and respect for her solemn word would vanish. It would 
proclaim this country as the ready victim for blackmail 
in*any quarter where trouble can be bred. 

Nothing but harm, dire harm, will come if the Govern- 
ment chooses the path of weakness in the matter of its 
Palestine pledges, and returns to the discredited path of 


Arab appeasement. How long it would be before this fatal 


example led to the breaking of what may in other ways 
be a fragile Peace is a question which every serious man 
must ask himself. ie 


SIMCHAT TORAH 

To-morrow the solemn devotional occasions of the month 
of Tishri end characteristically enough in an outburst of 
rejoicing—the spirit of Jewish optimism cannot be kept down 
even by a Belsen or a Buchenwald! One of its central featires 
is its Youth Aliyah—the calling of the children en masse to the 
bimah—the recognition that the young are the builders of the 
people or, as one must say to-day, its future rebuilders, Thay 
reminder has a tragic significance all its own, which must no: 
be lost upon the elders among us. Simchat Torah is primarily, 
as its name implies, an occasion of rejoicing over the Law. 
The Jew rejoices in the yoke of the Torah. He finds it, if he 
is a real Jew, not burdensome but life-giving and invigorating, 
not something lightly to discard, but something vital to his 
happiness and peace of-mind. One could wish that the same 
respect for Law had moved all the nations before and during 
the war, and even now when the war is over. Treaties would 
not have been cynically trampled upon. The law of loving- 
kindness would not have been outraged. The obligations 
accepted by one people to another would have remained sacred. 
Without Law there can be no peace, no order, no security. 
no future for mankind! Torrents of human blood, oceans of 
human tears, bear testimony to that cardinal and inescapable 
truth. It is the teaching of to-morrow’s Festival, the thesis 
of our prophets. Either mankind must learn to abide by this 
lesson or we shall have one more, the final, Armageddon! 


SEA-FARING JEWRY 


Towarps the end of next month, the Jewish Marine League. 
whose activities had to be “suspended during the war, is viving 
a dinner over which Vice-Admiral Gordon Campbell, V.c, 
D.S.O., will preside, to celebrate the resumption of its work 
and, incidentally, its eleventh birthday. The story of this 
remarkable movement is set forth briefly elsewhere in this 
issue and is surely one to warm the heart of every earnest 
Jew, and especially of every Jewish Nationalist. At 
this moment some thousand young Jews who took service. 
during the war, in the Allied Navies and Mercantile Marine— 
mostly, in the Royal Navy—are anxious to continue their sea 
careers, a considerable proportion with a view to becoming 
officers of the Merchant Navy. A number of candidates are 
immediately available, which is to say that they have alread 
satisfied the British requirement of serving two years at sea 
before sitting for the lowest officer's qualifying examination. 
The next stage prescribed is a six-months’ course at a British 
seamanship school in the theory of their profession, but it 
is at this point that the difficulty arises. The candidates, unlike 
their fellows who are British subjects and have the facilities 
of residence in this country, have neither the means of support 
nor even the wherewithal—a small item—for their schooling 
and examination fees. The Jewish Marine League is 
to help them. in these respects, It wants to provide them with 
accommodation and kasher food, as well as with the necessary 
incidental funds. It would like, too, to extend its work, later 
on, along training ship lines—with a special eye on the Jewish 
orphans of the Continent. In its projects; the League has evoked 
the warm sympathy of the Admiralty, the Board of Trade, 
the L.C.C., and the Seamen's Union. It is receiving \aluable 
aid from the Ort, its work ‘being precisely in line with the 
vocational training policy of that body. But more of the 
needful must come from the Jewish people themselves. We 
say “must,” but the response is rather a matter of pride than 
of compulsion. Two attributes. specially mark a people's 
nationhood—-that it tills its own soil. and that it sails its own 
Ships. The first we already have, the second only awaits the 
imaginative and creative touch. -All who are fired with hopes 
of a self-respecting and respect-inspiring Jewish future—and 
not necessarily Jewish Nationalists alone—will hasten fo pro- 
vide it, and be thankful for the privilege.

FOR THE BLIND 


Tue Jewish Blind Society is 126 years old. During the whole 
of that period, but more particularly in later years, it has been 
eyes to the blind; and hands, too. Beginning only as a pension- 
giving movement, it has developed into a broad welfare 
organisation, growing ever more constructive and beneficent 
as its weight of ‘Years increased. It trains the sightless to carn 
their own livelihood, at any rate in part. It carries on a home 
in which as many as possible in the restricted accommodativn 
are cared for—but not all who claim admission. It is sad 
to read that a number of our sightless people, turned reluct- 
antly from the doors of the home, are actually living, to-day, 
‘in the workhouse. The crying need, we are told, is [of 
sufficient money to build a modern home, with adequate 
nursing facilities. For that purpose a small and beautiful 
estate, capahle of accommodating at least 35 people, has been 
found, and the Society—never an adept in the subtle art of 
propaganda or an importunate beggar at the communal gates 
-—now comes boldly out with an appeal for £100,000. Further, 
most interesting facts about its work and intentions in this nev 
and more spacious environment are given in the report oi the 
Society's annual meeting which Will be found on page 5. One 
feature in this is the proposal to cater not only for the needy 
blind but also for those who are, financially, better circum: 
stanced, but who are otherwise handicapped. The Society’ 
desire, said Mr. Edward Joseph, its co-Vice-President, was ' 
remove the word “ charity” from their vocabulary as tar 4 
they could: they intended to care for and look after blind 
persons, whatever their position and circumstances—sure'y 4 
most admirable purpose. The Society’s beneficiaries ma) shortly 
increase when it is asked to take in men blinded in the wat 
who wish to live in Jewish surroundings.

MANCHESTER GUARDIANS 
AND THE AGED 


At a mecting of the Manchester Jewish Board 
of Guardians, at which Major E. C. Q. Henriques, 
J.P.. presided, Mr. Joseph Mamilock, Treasurer, 
made reference to the reported remarks of Mr. L. 
Kostoris at the annual meeting of the Homes far 
Aged, Needy, and Incurable Jews. Mr. Kostoris 
had said that he had visited aged recipients of relief 
from the Jewish Board of Guardians at their homes 
and found most of them living under deplorable 
conditions, 

The statement of Mr. Kostoris, said Mr. Mam- 
lock, gave the impression that he had visited many 
of the houses of the recipients of relief, but as.a 
matier of fact only four cases had n seen; two 
of these lived in their own homes; of the remain- 
ing two cases, one paid 10s. fora large well-furnished 
front bedroom with electric light; and the rent of 
the other place, also furnished by .the landlord, 
was 9s.. and it also had very ‘satisfactory sanitary 
accommodation. In no case were they living in the 
squalor depicted by Mr. Kostoris. 

The Board. said the speaker, felt that these 
exaggerated allegations were doing no good to the 
work of the Guardians and were not. entirely 
accurate. At the same time the Board was anxious 
to co-operate in any scheme for the betterment 
of the aged poor. 


Mr. Kostoris’s remarks. as reported in our issue 
of July 20, were as follows: 

‘He had. recenily. used his position as a membcr of 
the Jewish Board.of Guardians to follow up and sce what 
value the old people got for their fairly generous allowance 
from the Board. Visiting them in their homes in the poor 
districts. be found most of them living under deplorabic 
conditions. They were in the erip of avaricious landladics 
who chareed them 10s. for a room that was often not 
fit for a dog to be kept in. bare beyond belicf. with little 
or mo sanitary Convenience. no facilities for washing ciothes, 
no normal amenitics of lfc it brought tears to his cyes; 


the aecd demanded the substitution of service for charity.”

HOSPITAL 


At the monthly meeting of the Herzl Moser 
Hospital, Leeds, at which Mr. S. H. Lyons, Vice- 
Chairman, presided, Gillinson,; Treasurer, 
reported that the number of annual subscribers to 
the hospital was very small, and he asked members 
to make a drive among the young married people 
to interest themselves in the work. 

the Rev. A. S. Super, Hon. Secretary, submitted 
his annual report, which states, in part: “* What- 
ever the reorganisation of medical services urder 
closer control of the State may bring. we can be 
certain of one thing: there will always be room 
and the necessity for a Jewish hospital in Leeds 
fhe automatic fulfilment of religious -equirements 
and the sense of homeliness and. ease which patients 
hod within the walls of their: owa institutron are 
powertul factors in bringing about speedy cures, 
the more so because nervous and emotional tactors 
always enter so largely into the illnesses of our 
people. It ts therefore important that we plan 
vigorously for the commencement of work on our 
new building. so that we can give the Jewish com- 
munity the fullest Jewish hospital facilities which 
we have trained ourselves so capably to provide. 

“The necessity for the erection of a new and 
modern hospital is. emphasised by the <tatement 
made by our Chairman, Mr. Henry Freedman, at 
the annual genera: meeting, when he pointed out 
that our figures showed an increase of 60 per cept 
in the activities’ of the hospital. This factor was 
of great help. to our Chairman in his. successful 
endeavours in obtaining an increased allocation for 
us from the Leeds Workpeople’s Hospitals Fund. 
this being the amount of £2,250, as against £1,150 
last -year.”’ 


PALESTINIAN N.Z.O. SPEAKERS AT 
CARDIFF 


A meeting held at the Engineers’ Hall last week 
was addressed by two well-known Palestinian 
speakers, Mr. Rosoff and Dr. Altman. 

Mr. Rosoff (who was a_ representative of the 
Zionist Organisation to the Peace Conference, 1919) 
spoke in Hebrew, and his speech was translated by 
Mr. Nevies, of Pontypridd, If the gates of Palestine 
were not opened, he said, there would be disaste: 
in Palestine. Most Jewish people there had rela- 
tions who had suffered in Europe and who wished 
to go to Palestine. If these people were prevenied 
from going, those already there would not tolerate 
the position. One objection which had been raised 
was the acute housing shortage But this was not 
a real argument, because every Jew was prepared 
to open the door of his house to newcomers. 

Dr. Altman (who ts the Chairman of New Zionist 
Organisation in Palestine) said that for generations 
Jews throughout the world had had the friendliest 
feeling for Great Britain, and this country had 
numerous advantages as the result of this friendly 
feeling. Now due to the attitude of the Govern- 
ment towards Palestine, an antagonistic feeling 
against Great Britain was growing, and it was one of 
their tasks to see that the gulf between the Jewish 
people and Great Britain should be bridged. To 
do this it was necessary that Great Britain change 
her attitude to a Jewish Palestine. “* We want,” 
said the speaker, “a Jewish State in Palestine with 
the help of Great Britain for the mutual benefit of 
the Jewish people and Great Britain; and for this 
purpose we are willing to consider a Jewish State 
as part of the British Commonwealth of Nations.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK | 


Saints on Sabbath ... 


HE solemn season has passed, and now the 

joyous days of the Succot festival draw to a 

close. To-<day Jews will come out of their 
temporary booths and go back into their permanent 
homes again. 

In the days that follow a festival, there is always 

the possibility that we might experience a sensation 
akin to anti-climax. In the past month we have 
known solemn days of prayer and atonement. 
foliowed by days of joy and happy celebration, and 
now a long winter les ahead for which the Torah 
proclaims no festivals and no holy convocations. 
Even from the angle of religious celebration, the 
summer appears to be the colourful season and the 
winter drab and uninteresting by comparison. When 
men devote themselves to the service of a great 
ideal, there is a grave danger that after the peaks 
of enthusiasm aoa ecstasy have been reached, the 
mundane, prosaic routine of everyday existence is 
no longer satisfytng. 
_A certain wise man remarked, “ We can. all fast 
like saints, but, alas, so many of us break our 
fasts by cating like giuttons.” When moved by 
the thrilling call of the Shofar, in the solemn hush 
of the Kol Nidre night, in the solemn prayers of 
the Neila service, man can tasté religious ecstasy 
without exceptional effort on his part. Again, dur- 
ing the festival of Succot, while holding the fragrant 
symbols in his hand, or scated in the leaf-covered 
booth through which he can glimpse the stars, 
he can find spiritual delight in the simple beauty 
of traditional Judaism; but when tecek with the 
grey routine of everyday life, when the struggle of 
daily cxistence goes on for months without those 
festive high-lights, that is the real test of man’s 
religion. To be a Jew at home is more meritorious 
than to be a Jew in the Synagogue only, and to 
carry one’s Judaism into the street, the business, the 
workshop, and “to know Him in all thy ways” 
—that is the real Judaism. In the white heat of crisis 
even mediocrities can be heroes. Even the petty 
man can be great for a moment some time during 
his life. The man whose courage and nobility of 
character is a constant and unwavering quality, who 
does not oscillate between peaks and troughs, ts 
truly heroic. 


HERE is a well-known Rabbinic saying thai the 
early pietists did not engage m any activity for 
an hour before prayer and an hour after prayer. 
The question is often asked, “While one can 
appreciate that the hour before prayer was expended 
in devotional ‘exercise and in preparation, what 
purpose was served by wasting an hour after 
prayer?” But their behaviour points to a profound 
moral lesson. A man’s ascent to the heights of 
religious enthusiasm should be gradual. Those who 
fiy mto ecstasies are in grave danger of self-delusion ; 
but the descent from the realms of religious 
enthusiasm must also be a gradual one. When you 
descend from the heights step by step, you bring 
something with you. If your fall is sudden, you lose 
everything. How often do we see men swinging 
like a pendulum between extremes—men who appear 
to be devout worshippers.during the holy season 
and yet seem to discard their Judaism as an outworn 
cloak once the period of festivals has passed. Theirs 
was not the gradual climb nor the gradual descent 
—it was the flight of enthusiasm and the sudden 
fall. 


HE Baal Shem Tov, the founder of the Chassidic 
movement, was once told by his disciples that 

in a little village many miles away there lived a 
man who. was rapidly gaining a reputation as a 
saint and profound teacher; the disciples felt that 
they would like to travel to see this man and asked 
the Master to advise them when to travel and what 
questions should be put to him in order to test his 
knowledge and character. | The Baal Shem replied, 
* Visit him on a weekday, for all men can be saints 
on the Sabbath. Then ask him if he knows some 
simple, effective method whereby irrelevant thoughts 
can “be. banished from the mind during prayer. 
Should he tell you any mystical: remedy or advise 


‘any simple means, then know that there is nothing 


to him. for there is no simple method or mystical 


means—nothing but constant effort and unceasing: 


struggle.” 

This story might well be the lesson which we 
take with us after the close of the festive season. 
We carn all be saints on the Sabbath—we can all 
be devout Jews on Rosh Hashana, Yom Kuppur, 
and Succot. And now comes the winter How can 
that enthusiasm and pious devotion be retained? 
There is no easy road—only by effort, struggle, and 
sacrifice can we succeed.

JEWISH DEFENCE 


TYLER KENT TO BE FREED 
immediate Deportation to U.S. 


Tyler Kent, formerly a code clerk in the U.S. 
Embassy in London, and a notorious anti-Semite, 
is to be released from prison during the next few 
days. He is to be put aboard a ship immediately 
he is released and deported to America. Kent was 
sentenced in November, 1940, to seven years’ penal 
servitude for obtaining and communicating docu- 
ments which might have been of use to the enemy. 

He let the Germans have particulars of Britain's 
armaments and armed forces. Kent had access 
to highly secret information sent by the British 
Government to the U.S Embassy for transmission 
to Washington. This information was sent to ltaly 
—at that time still neutral—in the Italian diplomatic 
bag. He also disclosed details of Americas un- 
breakable codes to Italy and Germany. 

Mr. Joseph Kennedy, US. Am assador in 
England at the time, issued a waiver of diplomatic 
immunity for Kent. This enabled him to be tried 
in an English court, the trial being held at the Old 
Bailey in camera. bsequently Mr. Kennedy 
stated that had America been at war at the time, 
he would have recommended that Kent be sent to. 
America and shot. 

In the dock with Kent was Anna Wolkoff, a 
virulent anti-Semite who was sentenced to 10 years’ 
penal servitude for trying to communicate with 
William Joyce (Lord Haw-Haw), who was last week 
sentenced to death at the Old Bailey for broad- 
casting from Germany. 

Kent and Wolkoff were both members of Maule 
Ramsay's notorious Right Club. Capt. Ramsay 1s 
the anti-Semitic former M.P. for Peebles, who was 
detained for a considerable period during the war 
under 18b. 


JUSTICE! 


Harry Lazarus, professional boxer, of Evering 
Road, Stoke Newington, pleaded not guilty at 
North London Police Court on Thursday last week 
to assaulting Mary Ruffel, a "bus conductress. 

Lazarus, who denied striking the conductress. 
alleged that she called him a Jew and that she said his 
people. caused all the trouble in the neighbourhood. 

The magistrate, Mr. Bertram Reece, found 
Lazarus guilty of striking the woman and sentenced 
him to six weeks’ imprisonment. 

Lazarus has lodged notice of appeal. 


Lieutenant Adrian Liddell Hart, R.N.V.R., of the 
King Alfred Club, Pall Mall, S.W.. pleaded guilty 
at Marlborough Street Police Court, also on 
Thursday of last week, to hitting a conductress in 
the face. Defendant apologised. 

The magistrate, Mr. J. B. Sandbach, K.C., after 
expressing the hope that Liddell Hart was ashamed 
of himself, said that as a conviction might Jead to 
defendant's ruin, the case would be dismissed under 
the Probation Act on payment of £4 4s. costs.

THE PALESTINE MUSIC 
CONSERVATOIRE 


Unbroken Links of Jewish Musical 
Tradition 


From the REV, L. FREEMAN 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Cueronicis 


Sin,—The article by Professor Norman Bentwich 
on the Palestine Conservatoire of Music, which 
appeared in your issue of the 14th inst., calls for 
comment. In telling us of the splendid progress made 
by the Conservatoire, the Professor states thar it 
“gives special attention to the Palestinian fo'k. 
songs and the cantillations of the Bible,” but makes 
no mention of our traditional religious folk-music, 
the Nuschaot Hatefillah, or prayer modes in which 
are embedded the productive elements of both 
sacred and secular Hebrew melody. 

I am afraid that many people harbour the notion 
that the music of the Synagogue is a ghetto product 
of negligible cultural significance. All the more 
necessary is it, therefore, that this erroneous notion 
should be dispelled. 

The traditional folk-music of the Synagogue 
embodies the main links connecting the historic 
chain of Hebrew music through biblical and post- 
biblical times. Hence, just as modern Hebrew has 
developed to meet modern needs, but is yet 
basically the Hebrew of the Bible, so Hebrew music, 
which we all hope is yet destined to enrich the 
musical culture of the world, must also preserve 
unbroken its links with the music of biblical times 
by having as its .basis the recovered ancient 
“ Ancestral Themes.” 

By coincidence the same issue of your paper 
contained a reference to the forthcoming meeting 
under the auspices of the Jewish Historical Society 
to further the Chazanut Festival Scheme. whose 
purpose is to show how this musical tradition may 
he made accessible to all lovers of Jewish music. 
I hope at this meeting to develop further the ideas 
outlined here, ideas I have advocated for years. 
It is significant, too, that in a recent symposium 
held in New York on “ The Need for an Academy 
of Jewish Music ™ similar stress was laid on making 
the: musical traditions of the past a living and 
potent influence on the Jewish music of the presen! 
It is surely important, therefore, that Palestine 
should not be found lagging behind in this move- 
ment, and it is greatly to be hoped that the Con- 
servatoire may be prevailed upon to give tradi- 
tional liturgical music its proper place in their 
curriculum and help in this noble task of making 
it again available to Klal Yisrael.

A LEGACY OF FASCISM ? 


British Troops’ Callous Behaviour 


British soldiers aboard a troopship going to 
the, Middle East gave a hostile reception to 200 
Jewish refugees bound for Palestine, who came 
aboard at Taranto, writes Pte. M. Blinder in the 
course of a letter to Mr. S. Coleman, of the Forces’ 
Welfare Department of the Z.P. 

They received word that the refugees were [to 
join the ship shortly after they left Toulon, says 
Blinder. The news at once gave rise to.a barrage 
of ignorant and malicious slanders. : 

“We reached Taranto and after a wait of a few 
hours a Cattle-truck train pulled in at the quayside.” 
The letter continues: “When the doors were 
opened they revealed a crowded mass of. human 
beings, old and young. My eyes filled with tears 
when I saw how our flesh and blood are made \o 
sulfer just because they have committed the great 
crime of being born Jews. 

“I imagined that this scene would appeal to the 
humanitarian instincts of the 2,000 troops aboard, 
and would evoke a wave of sympathy and under- 
standing among them... How mistaken and shocked 
L was, os when the people began to get out of the 
trucks, instead of the expected wave of sympathy, 
there was hostility and cold indifference. Yes, un- 
bridled hostility!’ * Here they are, the —— Jews. 
were some of the remarks, seasoned with foul 
epithets which I leave. you to guess. 

“1 .doubt very much whether a Zangwill or 4 
Dickens could adequately have described this tragic 
and ghastly spectacle of hounded and uprooted 
human beings on the quayside, together with their 
belongings, waiting for permission to go on board 
to set sail for final freedom, and be able to live 
without fear because of being a Jew.”

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THE SHOFAR IN JAPAN 


The statement in your tssue of September 21 that the 
sound of the Shofar had been heard recently in Japan “ for 
the Grst time in history ™ is far from accurate. During my 
residence in that country from 1912 tw 1920 I attended ser- 
vices held every year on the Holy Festivals, and on these 
occasions all the traditional ceremonics were observed. 
cluding the sounding of the Shofar These sou 
Yokohama and Kobe were attended by members of the 
British, Portuguese, Russian, American and other national 
communities, and we met in a large private house. I have 
no doubt that the sound of the Shofar was beard in Japan 
long before my arriva: in that country in 1912, as there 
was a large Jewish community in all the principal ports, 
and every fast and feast day was observed —Mr. Maacus 
Newmark, 117, North Gate, Regent's Park N.W.8. 


Your report in last week's issue headlined “ Shofar 
Sounded in Japan "' does an injustice to the many stalwart 
coreligionists who had established residence in Japan since 
its opening to western commerce in 1853. I personally 
attended services held inf Kobe for several years from 1931 
onwards, when the compicte ritual of prayers for the Holy 
Days. including the blowing of the Shofar. was observed. 
Our “ baal tekiah”™ for a few years was a German physics 
professor who specially made the twelve-hour journey from 
Yokohama to Kobe. Subsequently it was not difficult to 
find a successor from among the couple of hundred Jewish 
residents of Japan, not to mention the many orthodox 
refugees from Central Europe who started to immigrate 
imo Japan in the late 1930's. By that time the Jewish 
community in Kobe had purchased a building which accom- 
modated both Ashkenazic and Sefardic services. A Jewish 
community was in existence in Yokohama up to the Great 
Earthquake of 1923, when its building was destroyed and 
unfortunately many of its members perished. They, together 
with some of their predecessors, have found their last rest- 
ing place in the well-preserved “ forcign “ cemetery — in 
Yokohama, which-.has a consecrated Jewish section display- 
ing many tombstones with Hebrew lettering. a few dating 
back more than fifty years. A congregation was also 
established in atom-bombed Nagasaki by Russien Jewish 
service men when that port was used as a coaling station 
by the then Tsarist Far Eastern Ficet. prior to the outbreak 
of the Russo-Japancsc War in 1904. of the Sifrei 
Torah used at our Kobe services bore identifications to 
show that they were originally owned by the Nagasaki 
community. It is not inconceivable that the sound of the 
shofar was first heard in the Land of the Rising Sun about 
half a century ago —Mr. Firiscman, 93, Prin- 
cess Park Avenue. N.W.11.

In passing, the Rabbi mentioned their near and 
loved ones that they had lost during the last six years. Most 
of them face the world ail alone. An outburst of hysterical 
weeping came from the gallery The men looked rigidly 
forward, too shy to watch each other's tears Immense 
tragedy seemed to fill the precincts of this 00-year-old Syna- 
gogue. I admit that I had to fight hard against bursting 
imo tears. I was gasping for breath. Let us proclaim with 
sorrow that the world is not fulfilling its duty towards these 
martyrs. No wonder they feel abandoned and unwanted.”’—

MILJTARY SERVICES IN ITALY 


A military service I attended in Naples on Erev Yom 
Kippur was scheduled to begin at 7 p.m. but that morn- 
ing—with extremely short notice by the military authoritics 
-—the clocks were put back an hour, and apparently the 
Chaplain decided to begia the service at 6 o'clock, but I 
do not know how—if at all—intendine worshippers were 
advised of the change There was, in fact. no time to do 
so. I myself entered the hall at 6.30. only to discover the 
Chaplain delivering (in Yiddish) what might have been a 
gripping address. but which was ruined by the incessant 
entry of “* carly-comers " up to 7 p.m., his volce at times 
being inaudible amid the clatter of the men's heavy army 
boots on the stone floor which reverbcrated throughout the 
lofty building. 1 estimated that the number of men who 
arrived between 6.30 and 7 was more than dowble that 
presemt at 6.30. | was in the Jewish club ecarlier that 
very day. and notices there, in plain English and plain 
Hebrew, stated the service would begin at “* 19.00 hours.” 
while during a meal the Chaplain made a speech in 
Hebrew, which he was “sorry to have to translate ™ into 
English, but in nether language did I hear any reference 
to a chanee in time This is not the first occasion on 
which I have known arrangements made by the Jewish, 
Chaplaincy to go awry. Last Eréw Pesach I travelied 35 
miles to Ancona for a Seder which was supposed to take 
place there. But it didn't. And in consequence two or 
three dozen men .were icft in & state of bewilderment 
An “ explanation” of the flasco, given t© me some time 
later by the Chaplain concerned, struck me as being 
particularly weak | am not sugecsting that what I have 
written is typical of the Jewish Chaplaincy out. here in 
Italy l realise only too well the trying and . difficult 
conditions under which it works. If I may be permitted, 
I would like to pay egcncrous tribute to the Rev. A. da S. 
Pimontel, C.F.. whose services during the Yamim Noraim 
last year in Arezzo 1 was privileged to attend, and whose 
maenificent organisation icft nothing to be desfred But 
in both the cases I have quoted carlier, surely the excr- 
cise of a little thoughtfrinmess could have avoided much 
confusion and  disappoinement.—<Prt Davin HuDaALy,

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CAREERS. ADVICE 
Post-War Career Films 


The series of Post-War Career Films which are 
being made by the Ministry of Information in 
conjunction with the Ministry of Labour and other 
Ministries, present a picture of various trades 
professions for showing to Service personnel and 
war workers. Their intention is not to recruit but 
rather to inform, and there will be no rosy prospects 
presented without duc oo being laid on the 
snags and difficulties which face the beginner. 
Advice is given on cach separate subject so that 
the would-be a will know what organisation 
to call upon for full details concerning the localities, 
wages, prospects, general information which 
they will require. “ Farmwork,” produced for the 
Ministry by the Crown Film Unit, deals with the 
prospects of the would-be smallholder. The future 
of those who wish to return to the land is discussed 
in the film by an ex-soldier and a farmer. In this 
way, the ier learns the best and the worst of 
the job and also about the help he can get by 
applying to the War-Executive Agricultural Com- 
mittee. He learns where to be trained in agricultural 
knowledge, the local rates of pay, and the wage 
agreement. ‘Teaching,’ made by Merlin Films, 
is concerned with the training of teachers. It 
describes the emergency training scheme and 
that men and women who have been doing a great 
variety of jobs during the war are cligible, even 
if some of them left school at 14. One of the can- 
didates is shown at a Training College. His questions 
about rates of pay, chances of promotion, and 
conditions of work are answered by an experienced 
teacher, “‘ What's the Next Job?" is one of a 
group of films being madé by the Directorate of 
Army Kinematography. It telis the story of four 
people, an ex-Wren, an ex-factory worker, an 
ex-R.A.F. boy, and an ex-officer, all of whom are 
about to look for a job. The methods used by the 
Employment Exchange and the Resettlement Advice 

ce are shown in progress until, through their 
and the would-be workers’ united efforts and under- 
standing, the right peg can be got into the right 
hole. The Post-War Career series will run into 
some sixteen to twenty films and will cover such 
varied subjects as building, coalmining, institutional 
domestic service, food manufacture, catering, cotton

PEARS 


To Stew Pears 


Peet the pears, cut in halves and remove the 
core. Put in a saucepan with just sufficient water 
to cover and sweeten with sugar or golden syry 
Bring to the boil, and to cach pound of pears add 
2 cloves, a teaspoonful brown vinegar, and a few 
drops cochineal. Cover and simmer gently til! the 
pears are soft. Lift out the pears into a serving 
dish and boil the syrup rapidly till reduced ang 
slightly thickened If only a small amount of sugar 
has been used for stewing in place of reducing by 
boiling add a teaspoonful arrowroot or cornflour 
mixed with a tablespoonful cold water to 4 pi. 
syrup, stir till boiling, then simmer for five minutes 
and pour over the pears. ‘ 

If preferred, the pears can be cooked in a covered 
casserole in a slow oven. First boil for five minutes 
on top of the stove and finish off syrup as above. 


Pears with Chocolate Sauce 


STEW pears in syrup till tender, either on top of 
the stove or in the oven.

Pear Fool 


Srraain the syrup from some stewed pears (k 
back one or two pieces for garnishing) and ry 
them through a sieve, add one or two tablespoon- 
fuls of the syrup and mix with an equal quantity 

thick boiled custard. Whisk thoroughly and 
turn into a glass dish or individual glasses. Slice 
reserved pears and use as a garnish. 


Pear Flan 


Ling a deep sandwich tin with short crust, press 
well into the sides and prick the bottom, and hake 
in a quick oven til! lightly tinted. Remove from 
the tin and arrange some stewed pears in if neatly. 
Thicken 4 pt. pear juice with a teaspoonful arrow- 
root, and when almost cold spoon over the pears. 
Serve cold. 

For a Covered Tart. ‘Line a decp tin plate with 
short crust, cover with a good layer of sliced 
cooked pears (cold), and spoon over 2 tablespoon- 
fuls thickened syrup. Damp the edges, cover with 
pastry, press together, and flute op the edges, and 
bake in a hot oven 20-30 minutes. Just before 
cooking is completed brush over with water and 
sprinkle with a teaspoonful of sugar. Serve hot 


Pear Trifle 


Srewep pears, I 4 sponge cakes: pt 
custard. Cut up the sponge cakes and put in a glass 
dish with the cut up pears, reserving a few pteces 
to garnish the top. Soak the sponge cakes with 
a little pear syrup, then pour over the hot boiled 
custard. Leave tll cold, then garnish with the 
reserved pears cut into neat slices.

TE have almost reached the end of our Festive 
W season and the dast two days are so different 
from any of the others that I think we-should 

have a little talk about them 
The cighth day (to-morrow, Sabbath) ts called 
the Day of Solemn Assembly, and on this day the 
Musaf service includes a special prayer asking for 
rain. ‘In hot countries like Palestine. rain is par- 
ticularly necessary for the growth of plants, and 
you know from the YOw that it is usual to have 


two seasons of fain or early rain. and 


or later rain. 

The beautiful poetic prayer for. rain perhaps 
appeals to us even more now that we know so 
many people actually working on the land- in 
Palestine. 

There is a legend told that during the reign of 
King Joram conditions in Samaria were frightful 
afier seven years’ famine. Joel, the prophet, lived 
at this time, and to him God revealed how Israel 
would be rescued from the famine. During the 
whole winter there was no rain, and it was not until 
the first day of the month of Nisan that the early 
When it began to fall, the prophet said 
to the people, “ Go forth and sow seed.” But 
they argued with him that it was better to use the 
remaining measures of wheat and: barley for food 
and live rather than sow it for seed and perhaps 
not see it come to harvest. But the prophet urged 
them, “Go, 1 tell you, and sow seed.” And a 
miracle happened; in the ant and mouse holes. the 
people found enough grain for seed and they sowed 
it on the second, third, and fourth days of Nisan. 
On the fifth day of the month, rain again fell and, 
marvellous to relate, only eleven days later the 
grain was ripe and the customary offering of the

THE MIDDLE EAST TALKS 
Statement by the Foreign Office 


The Foreign Secretary, Mr. Ernest Bevin, has, as 
reported recently, been holding conversations with 
the British diplomatic representatives. in countries 
of the Middle Fast. to discuss the problems of that 
part of the world. Last week-end, the Foreign 
Othice issued the following statement on the confer 
ences : 

“ The conclusion of the war in the Far East has rendered 
it desirable, in the view of his Majesty's Government, to 
survey the whole field of policy in the Middie East. The 
Secretary of State for Forcign Affairs accordingly invited 
his Majesty’s representatives in the countties concerned to 
nyeet him in London. With them he has. examined in all! 
their aspects, financial, economic. and social, the problems 
Presented tn the Middle East by the imminent return to 
Post-war conditions. 

AS a result of the discussions that have taken place, 
Valuable recommendations have been made which will now 
be considered by his Ma;esty’s Government. It is hoped 
thereby to contribute to the joint prosperity of the peoples 
n this area In view of the vital importance of this region 
to the communications between the United Kingdom and 
other parts of the British. Commonwealth. which was amply 
demonstrated during the war, his Maiesty’s Government 
are impressed with the desirability of strengthening the 
rauons with the countries in the Middle East on the basis 
of mutual co-operation ard the prometion of their social 
and economic well-being. 
the mutual understanding which has been built up in 
te Middle East by the various war-ffme organisations 
offers a favourable prospect of fruitful co-operation in the 
future in these fields.”

World Without 
Fashions 


have for many centuries sacrificed their 
very health and well-being for no other 
purpose than to be “ in the fashion.” When 
it was decreed that an ultra-smart woman must 
possess a waist no more than cighteen inches in 


circumference countless women cramped their bodies 


into corsets that artificially produced the desired 
effect. It will probably never be correctly estimated 
how much the human race has suffered in conse- 
quence. Again, the majority of women are most un- 
comfortable in shoes with high heels and pointed 
toes. Yet since these alone were deemed smart by 
the dictators of women’s modes, women of all sizes. 
shapes, and classes, cramped their feet into such 
shoes, and disiorted their spines and their digestive 
organs in consequence. 

Long, flowing skirts swept dirty streets and dusty 


floors and carried infections around. hen at 
one time veils were considered smart and 
became extremely popular, being worn _ tight 


over the mouth and pose, but their dimming effect 
— irregular spotting helped to spoil women’s eye- 
sight. 

It is true that in recent years women have more 
or less demanded that fashions should conform 
more with the health and comfort of the wearer, 
but now, by accident, as a by-product of the greatest 
upheaval in the history of the world, woman finds 
herself in a vacuum wherein there are at the moment 
no fashions, because it is quite impracticable under 
existing conditions to invent them or for devotees 
to follow them. 

What use is woman going to make of this period 
of flux in the fashion world, and can she not extend 
her passion for being a follower of a particular 
mode beyond the realms of clothes and ornaments? 
For fashions in songs, sayings, behaviour, and even 
in political outlooks have been as fluctuating, and 
as quickly exploited by those who introduced them. 
as have fashions in clothes. 


Dress—-and Mind 


The woman who, after this terrible war, goes 
forth unashamed in a perfectly respectable but 
antiquated gown, calls forth no critical stare. On 
the contrary, she is deemed extremely lucky by her 
friends, in that her wardrobe contained, even in 
its bottom-most depths, anything so wearable, so 
solid, and so practical. She should, when she 
assumes it, and when she has given it the once-over 
for loose hooks, buttons, or turnings, endeavour to 
make her mental outfit match her outward garments. 
That mental outfit, too, may have been brought up 
from the bottom of a drawer in which it had lain 
buried for years, unappreciated and almost for- 
gotten. It,.too; may need a stitch here and there 
to make it usable in the light of a new dawn. But 
it, too, may have such intrinsic value as is undreamt 
of in an age that has had to accustom itself to 
ersatz for so many of the real things in life. 

The most important part of the new freedom 
from fashion is that it presents to the woman of 
personality and originality the first real opportunity 
she has had for many years of being herself, without 
the insistent fear that by so doing she is becoming 
an oddity, a crank. A well-dressed woman of 1945 
is a woman whose well-preserved clothes date back, 
but .whose devices with them reveal a quick wit 
and a nimble finger, and whose scrupulous cleanhi- 
ness: and tidiness have never been compromised b 
the existing shortages. Her mind may very well 
correspond to her clothes and present to the world 
many of those qualities of which it is at the moment 
so desperately in need. With her clear comprehen- 
sion of what is valuable and what is merely 
ornamental. she will quickly discard from her 
processes of thought many of the snags with which 
current ideas are so sticktly burdened. 
trusted to adapt. what is necessary, and to leave 
as it was what which was originally good and 


valuable.

accomplished? Cannot the great work of building 
up the new world and. restoring what is valuable in 
the ald be given as a first task to the sort of 
woman who has already proved her worth by. her 
graduation in making-do and ending?

Kind Care for Non-Jewish Peasants 


A representative of the illustrated journal, Servir, 
in its issue of August 30, wrote: 

I have not often had an opportunity of witness- 
ing a more touching celebration than the one which 
took place a few days ago in the presence of Dr. 
A._. Syngalowski, Vice-President of the Union- 
Ort, and of the representatives of the Soviet Military 
Mission, who had specially come from Berne for 
the occasion. The occasion was the granting of 
diplomas of proficiency, to 50 Ukrainian peasant 
girls (non-Jewish) whd” had received . vocational 
training in classes specially organised for them by 
the Swiss Committee of the Ort in the refugee camp 
at Sonnenberg. These girls had all been carried 
away .from their villages in the Ukraine, brought 
for slave labour in Germany, and managed to 
escape across the frontier to Switzerland where 
they were interned and kept in a dilapidated and 
abandoned hotel at the top of Mount Sonnenberg. 
Though comparatively well treated and enjoying a 
certain amount of freedom, these young women, 
not able to do any work and living in idleness, 
began to show signs of depression bitterness, and 
indiscipline. It was early m the year that the Ort 
stepped in and organised dressmaking classes. The 
difficulties were enormous, as it was impossible to 
find ._Russian-speaking instructors. But the Ort 
found a Yugoslav refugee whose language the 
Ukrainians were able to understand, and in_ six 
months’ time they became skilled dressmakers, able 
to produce official certificates of their ability.

ART NOTES 


BEN URI AUTUMN EXHIBITION 


It took courage, in the midst of flying bombs 
and worse, on the part of the Ben Uri Art Society 
to open 1s new Gallery at 14, Portman Street, W.1, 
during the war, but it must be said that the Society 
did not quite translate that courage into its selection 
of pictures for the art shows it has held since. 

Now, however, the Society's “ Hanging Com- 
mittee, for the Autumn Exhibition of works by 
contemporary Jewish artists, has shown a more 
commendable firmness and the exhibition is one 
with quite a number of exciting possibilities, much 
charm, and a pretty good level all round. There 
is sufficient proof here to dispel the idea current 
in some quarters that there are few, if any, signifi- 
cant Jewish artists. No one can. when studying 
the trends of art to-day, ignore the work of Jacob 
Epstein, A. A. Wolmark. Archibald Ziegier, Joseph 
Oppenheimer, to mention only a few of those. whose 
works in this show “ top the bill.” 

In an exhibition of over eighty, it is imposstble 
fo mention more than a few of the outstanding 
works. Joseph Oppenheimer, with “ Tola ” (hie 
57), a portrait of a woman. owes nothing to any- 
body. -The picture is a sheer delight and needs no 
analysis. But A. A. Wolmark's pale Bacchanal 
(No. 1) is overborne by the artist's own analysis: 
it gives. the impression of being too consciously 
burlt up to reach an effect it does not achieve. 
Yet Mr. Wolmark, in “Old Im” (No. 15), has 
done a painting of a horse, unusually patient in 
concept, but ready to take its place among classical 
animal portraits, 

Several of the landscapes, particularly B. Feig!'s 
Derwentwater (37) and Frida Salvendy’s Beach 
at Penzance (40) suffer from what [I can only 
call “ mistranslation.” Their treatment is far too 
heated——-they are just not England. Kenneth Snow- 
mans Littl Orme (51) is a lesson for the others. 
The same can hardly be said for his “ Tree of Life ” 
(55), a Biblical study in triptych style, whose merits 
put up a losing fight against the altar-panel con- 
vention. Leonard Fries’s “ Summer Rest" (33), 
showing a quiet curve in a river bank, although 
it IS In a poster technique, is beautifully effective 

F. Solomonski does some vivid painting in his 
still-lifes, but his “ Moses” (66), an essay in the 
grand manner, does not come up to expectations. 
The “ Village Green ™ (68) of Alexander Bauern- 
freund is a glowing idyll, perhaps not too propor- 
fionate m composuion, but gay with pigments “ all 
over the place.” That impish humorist Walter 
Trier has some characteristic, amusing pieces. 

Finally, a word about Cyril Ross, a painstaking 
and ambitious painter who has a passion for 
allegories. His big “ Merry-Go-Round ” (No. 7) 
almost gets away with it, but not quite. It shows 
the hobby-horses, automata, with the heads - of 


suffering Jews, ridden by brutal-looking  anti- 
Semites. As befits the subject, it is - stridently 


garishly coloured. But its fatal fault is, apart from 
any question of the art of painting, its mversion 
The Jews should have been shown as impaled. pain 
racked human beings; and their riders as the 
soulless robots they are.
